The court takes the position that the 
testimony is conclusive that both the re- 
frigerated beef and the canned beef were 
in good condition when delivered to the 
Bovernment and continued so until is- 
sued to the troops except in especial in- 
stances, Where the deterloration was due 
to accidental conditions in transporta- 
tion or to the influences of thea trant--1 
climate. The report admits the liability 
of refrigerated beef to taint quickly after 
removal from the ice chests. The court 
finds the charges of “embalming” the 
fresh beef to have been unsubstantiated 
by the testimony, and says no chemicals 
were used to preserve it. It also finds 
that it would have been impracticable 
to secure beef on the hoof for the Cuban 
campaign. The finding is likewise in op- 
position to the assertion on the part of 
General Miles that the uge of the beef 
Was an experiment, 

Much attention is given to the charges 
concerning the canned roast beef, and it 
is stated that the testimony proves it to 
have been wholesome and nutritious 
where used in moderation and under 
favorable circumstances. The position 
is taken that too much of this article of 
food was supplied to the men, and that 
under the @rcumstances it was un- 
palatable and found undesirable as a 
continuous ration, 


The fact is set forth that the canned 
roast beef had not been used to any ap- 
preciable extent before the beginning of 
this war, and it is therefore regarded as 
a practically untried ration. In view of 
this fact the commissary general of sub- 
sistence is roundly criticised for the pur- 
chase of the meatin such extensive 
quantities. As to the character of the 
meat for wholesomeness and nutrition, 
the reports of Professors Attwater and 
Chittenden are quoted at length, sus- 
taining the claims in this respect. The 
instructions of the president are followed 
closely and all the points indicated by 
him as being those upon which he desired 
that inquiry should be made are covered. 

Accordingly the court finds that the 
meat was not “doctored;"’ that it was the 
beef of commerce; that there was no 
more neglect than was incident to the 
hurried preparation for the war; that the 
inspection, while generally according to 
regulations, was not always up to the 
requirements, and that the sickness of 
the troops was not to any great degree 
occasioned by the use of either the 
canned or the refrigerated beef. 

On the other hand it is found that Gen- 
eral Miles himself did not report during 
the war that the beef, either refriger- 
ated or canned, was unfit as a ration. 
Other officers who gave their testimony 
before the court are found also to have 
neglected what the court conceives to 
have been their duty In this respect, and 
all are blamed for thie failure.

A PLEA FOR JUSTICE. 
Chicago Negroes Ask That People of Their 
Race Be Given Fair Trials. 

Chicago, May 1—Meetings were held 
in African churches throughout the city 
yesterday to protest against lynchings 
in the south. All services were largely 
attended ¢nd at each of them an address 
to the public was adopted, which is in 
part as follows: 

“We plead for equal and exact justice. 
We condone no crime nor do we wish to 
shield criminals from the penalties they 
deserve. All we askis the rigid enforce- 
ment of law. We contend that no man 
or woman sbould be put to death except 
by due process of law. We want every 
protection possible to be thrown around 
the home and the highest penalty visited 
upon the violator ofits sanctity, Atthe 
Same time we hold to the doctrine that 
ours is a land of liberty, of law, and that 
every person charged with a crime 
should have a fair trial. This we ask, 
not as a favor, but as a right, and.in this 
behalf we urge upon the sober judgment 
of the civilized world that this is the only 
civilized nation on the face of the earth 
that charges a man with crime and then 
puts him to death withouta trial. The 
negro pleads for law and protests against 
anarchy. Can the white man do more? 
Does he dare to do less?” 


Editor and Potitician. 

Washington, May 1.—Lewis Baker, 
widely known and prominent In journal- 
ism and a politician for more than a 
third of a century, died here yesterday. 
During the past seven months he had 
suffered an attack of pernicious 
anemia, which steadily grew worse. 
Mr, Baker was born Nov. 7,1832, in Bel- 
mont county, O. He entered a news- 
paper office at the age of 12 years to 
learn the printing business, and, with 
the exception of a few years in the goy- 
ernment diplomatic service, devoted his 
life to newspaper work. He owned and 
edited various Ohio newspapers. He 
Was active in Ohio politics, serving as 
a member of the state Democratic com- 
mittee several years. He was a 
delegate to nearly every national Dem- 
ocratic conveetion from 1860 to 1882. He 
was chairman of the Democratic state 
committee in West Virginia for many 
years, and a member of the national 
committee for over four years, He 
served two terms in the state senate, and 
was presiding officer of that body part 
of the time. He purchased the St. 
Paul Globe in 1885, and made it a power 
in the political and commercial develop- 
ment of the northwest until 1893, when he 
was appointed minister to Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica and Salvador by President 
Cleveland. Mr. Baker was chairman 
of the Minnesota state Democratic com- 
mittee in the campaign of 1892. In 1886 
he was the unanimous cholce of the 
Democratic members of the legislature 
for the United States senate.

Firemen Kept Busy. 


brick building on Dover street, occupied 
by a number of manufacturing firms, 
was completely destroyed by fire yester- 
day.

Half an hour af- 
ter the fire started the greater part of 
the back wall came tumbling to the 
ground and the roof fell in, carrying with 
it all the other floors to the basement. 

After chasing 10 small fires in different 
sections of the city Saturday evening, 
the fire department was coricentrated on 
High street to subdue a more serious 
conflagration tn the electrotyping estab- 
lishment of C. J. Peters & Son. The 
flames were not subdued until $50,000 
worth of valuable machinery had been 
utterly ruined, together with two upper 
floors of the six-story bullding. The loss 
will aggregate fully $100,000. 


Saloons Were Closed. 

Terre Haute, Ind., May 1.—Al) the 
saloons in the north part of the city were 
closed yesterday for the first time In 
years. The closing was brought about 
by the clergymen in that portion of the 
town, and a méeting of ministers has 
been called to effect the Sunday ob- 
servance throughout the city. The ga- 
loon men are circulating a subscription 
list, and cases arising out of the crusade 
will be carried to the highest courts if 
necessary. 


Disaster Overtakes Excursion Train. 
Rochester, May 1.—A disastrous rall- 
road wreck occurred yesterday on the 
Rochester and Lake Ontario railroad at 
Rosenbaur’s corners, about one-half 


mile north of the city line, when two 
cars of an excursion train filled with 
passengers left the track while going 
around a curve at full speed and was 
completely wrecked. Over 50 persqus 
were Injured, two are dead and at least 
a dozen are fatally injured.

Filipinos vannot Understand Our 
Aims Without Show of Force. 


Another Fruitless Conference) 
With General Otis. 


Expectation That Emissaries Will Soon Return) 
With Revised Proposals. 


Manila, May 1.—In the course of the 
conference with the Filipino emissaries 
Saturday, Mr. Schurman, chairman of 
the United States Philippine commis- 
sion, told Colonel Aguelles that, if the 
insurgents would now lay down their 
arms, he and his colleagues of the com- 
mission would consult them regarding 
the plan of government to be submitted 
to President McKinley. Hesaid that he 
could not promise that all their sugges- 
tions would be adopted, but he could as- 
sure them that there would be a pre- 
sumption in favor of their suggestions, 
adding that the commissioners would be 
especially desirous of satisfying the 
legitimate aspirations of the Filipinos. 

When Colonel Arguelles protested that 
unconditional surrender would be hu- 
miliation, Mr. Schurman replied: “There 
would be no humiliation in General Otis 
treating our brother Filipinos as Gen- 
eral Grant treated our brother Ameri- 
cans at Appomattox.” 


Mr. Schurman says: “I believe Col- 
onel Arguelles is personally sincere and 
honest, though I have no means of as- 
certaining the sentiments and aims of 
the authorities behind him. The Fil- 
ipino people, like all Asiatic peoples, 
have no trust in mere words, without 
force behind them, but, with force, I 
consider a conciliatory spirit of the ut- 
most importance. 

“I believe that, when peace has been 
established, governing the Filipinos will 
not be a difficult matter, provided we 
show them firmness, justice and kindli- 
ness. At the present time they distrust 
and dislike us, but these sentiments, 
which are perhaps not unnatural, will 
soon be dispelled by the effects of the 
good government we have promised 
to establish here. It will be the fore- 
most duty of American officials to un- 
derstand and sympathize with the Fil- 
ipinos themselves.” 

General Wheaton entertained Colonel 
‘Arguelles and Lieutenant Jose Bernal 
and provided them with horses to return 
to their camp. 


While it is the general expectation 
among Americans that the Filipino emis- 
Saries will return with revised proposals 
from Genera! Luna, Major General Otis 
is not letting this prospect interfere with 
his preparations for pushing the war. 
Saturday he ordered Major General 
Lawton to return to Angat, a few miles 
northwest of Norzagaray, and not to ad- 
Vance aggressively while the negotia- 
tions are peiding. General MacArthur 
is apparently acting on the same policy; 
but he fs repairing bridges and strength- 
ening the lines of his fonce, which is 
stretched out with a four-mile front and 
within a quarter of a mile of the enemy. 

The possibilities of peace are gratify- 
ing to a large majority of the army, who 
have regarded the war as an unpleasant 
duty that must be performed according 
to American traditions. 

Manila is cheerful over the prospect 
of a return to normal life, though there 
are sceptics who remark that a truce 
would enable the insurgents to rest until 
the rainy season, upon which they have 
been depending as an important aid. 

The prisoners report that there are 
75,000 refugees north of San Fernando. 
This is not impossible, considering the 
thickly populated region which the 
Americans have cleared. It seems also 
that smallpox is spreading among them. 


When Dean Worcester, of the United 
States Philippine commission, who ac- 
companied the Filipino emissaries from 
Calumpit, said to Colonel] Manuel Ar- 
guelles tha the Americans were under 
no obligation to refrain from fighting, 
the Filipino officer replied: “Would 
you fight while we are discussing terms 
of peace? 

Mr. Worcester responded with the sug- 
gestion that an armistice would give the 
Filipino leaders time to escape. 

“Where would we escape to?" the Fil- 
ipino exclaimed, referring in this to the 
menacing hostile tribes behind the Fil- 
ipino tribes. 

Colonel Arguelles said that he was 
much disappointed in the results of his 
mission. He said alse that Aguinaldo 
expected Calumpit to be the cemetery of 
the American army. 

Lieutenant Colonel Wallace, of the 
First Montana regiment, Major Adams 
and Major Shields, who slept on Friday 
night in General Luna's c#mp, where 
they went to inform the Filipinos that 
their envoys would return in safety, 
found the Filipino commander cordial, 
the Filipino troops removing their hats 
as the Americans passed. The Filipinos 
complained to them that the Americans 
used explosive bullets, which is not 
true. The American officers retorted 
that the copper shells used by the Fil- 
ipinos are worse than explosive bullets. 
General Luna said he regretted being 
obliged to kill Americans, but that was 
his business. 


Before General Otis had issued the 
order directing General Lawton to re- 
turn to Angat, the troops of his com- 
mand encountered the rebels Saturday 
in a circle of hills outside of San Ra fael, 

;about five miles northwest of Angat, 
dislodging them after an hour's fighting. 
The Americans had three wounded. A 
thousand armed Filipinos fell back as 
the Americans advanced.

| fering him provisions. They dare not

Taken In Negotiations Incident to 
the Recent War With Spain, 


Cambon Handed the $20,000,- 
000 For the Philippines. 


Our Late Enemy Gets a Big Premium Through 
a Deal With a Spanish Bank. 


—_—_. 


Washington, May 2.—Jules Cambon, 
ambassador extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary of France, strolled alone 
into the state department yesterday 
afternoon, and was handed the $20,000,- 
000 which the Unuited States gives to 
Spain in return for the latter's claim on 
the Philippine islands. 

No extra precaution was taken to 
Guard the transfer of such a large 
amount. Secretary Hay received the 
ambassador in the diplomatic room, 
where the transfer took place with little 
formality. 

The ambassador handed the secretary 
a formal receipt, which had been al- 
ready prepared, and it was handed by 
Secretary Hay to Frank A. Brannagan, 
the disbursing officer of the department 
of state, to be filedaway. Onecopy was 
given to M. Cambon, another will be 
sent to United States Minister Storer, a 
third goes to the United States minister 
at Paris, Mr. Porter, and a fourth copy 
to the auditor of the treasury. 

But it was neither in shining gold or 
crisp greenbacks that the transfer was 
made. Four drafts on the United States 
treasury in the sum of $5,000,000 each 
had been prepared, of Jeffersonian sim- 
plicity in assign and execution—brown 
ink on slips of paper about the size of 
a bank note, and numbered as ‘‘dip- 
lomatic warrants 4509-4512," inclusive. 
They were signed by Assistant Secretary 
Vanderlip, in the absence of Secretary 
Gage, with a plain steel pen in a rubber 
holder. 

After receiving the $20,000,000, M. Cam- 
bon folded the four warrants and put 
them in his card case.» He and Sec- 
retary Hay chatted over the speedy res- 
toration of diplomatic relations between 
the United States and Spain, for this 
marked the very last step of the war 
negogtiations. 

Mr. Hay desired to know when the 
Duke d’Arcos would arrive in Wash- 
ington. M. Cambon said he thought 
the Spanish minister would come in 
about two or three weeks, but he was not 
certain of this, and he said this should be 
left largely to the duke’s personal con- 
venience. 

A cable notification was sent to Mad- 
rid concerning the payment, and pre- 
parations made for having the war- 
rants paid and the funds forwarded. 
This, however, will not be done today, 
and the four warrants remain for the 
time being in Washington. The money 
will be depostted in the City National 
bank of New York for the ambassador. 

Spain will realize considerably more 
than the face value of these warrants, by 
a deal in which the Bank of Spain agrees 
to give 115,750,000 pesetas for the four 
drafts, this representing a premium of 
$2,166,303. The Bank of Spain, how- 
ever, undoubtedly reckons to pay Spain 
in silver or credit for American drafts, 
which call for and are worth their face 
value in gold. This makes the premium 
still higher.

Lives Sacrificed In War. 

Washington, May 2.—A memorandum 
bas been prepared at the war depart- 
ment comparing the losses in the Span- 
ish war with the first year of the Civil 
war. The aggregate strength of troops 
employed during the war with Spain 
Was approximately 275,000, covering the 
period from May, 1898, to April 1899, in- 
clusive. During this time the deaths 
from all causes was 6190, or 2% percent. 
The mean strength for the first year of 
the Civil war was 276,371, with an aggre- 
gate logs by deaths of 19,159, being a per- 
centage of 6.8.

Washington, May 2.—Representative

Conclusions Kept Secret. 

Atlantic City, May 2.—The financecom- 
mittee appointed by the Republican cau- 
cus of the house of representatives to 
recommend financial legislation to the 
next congress, after two weeks’ work, 
completed its deliberations yesterday. 
Unanimous conclusion was reached up- 
on the legislation to be recommended, 
but its nature was not disclosed. The 
views of the committee will not be made 
public until after a joint session with 
the senate committee on finance. The 
next meeting of the commitee will be 
held at the call of the chair. 


No Serious Fighting. 

Apia, April 22, via Auckland, May 2.— 
The rebels, since advices under date of 
April 18, have retired from their fortifi- 
cations at Nailima, which they de- 
molished, together with other forts along 
the coast. Tnere has been no further 
Serious fighting, although some skir- 
mishes between the rebels and friendly 
natives has occurred in the vicinity of 
Apia. The British armed sloop Torch 
has arrived with ammunition from Syd- 
ney, N.S. W. 


Peanut Trust Next. 

New York, May 2.—A consolidation of 
the peanut industry of the country, 
under the control of a single company 
with a capital of $5,000,000, is about to 
take place. The value of the peanut 
crep of the United States annually is 
estimated at between $6,000,000 to $9,- 
000,000. One of the plans is to increase 
the product and export part of it. The

Washington, May 3.—The postmaster | 


general has directed the postmaster at 
San Francisco to take out of the mails 
for Manila three pamphlets issued by 
Edward Atkinson of Boston, vice pres- 
ident of the Anti-Imperialistic league. 
This order does not appbhy to the circula- 
tion of the pamphlets by mail in this 
country, but bars their dispatch from 
this country to the Philippines, dis- 
content and even mutiny among the sol- 
diers being stated by the department 
to be the design of these publications. 
The three pamphlets are specifically de- 
scribed, and under no circumstances are 
they to be forwarded by mail to the 
Philippines.

Sabato has been receiving letters for 
Some time, containing packages of sus- 
picitous powder, and upon receiving the 
last one, on Monday of this week, he took 
it to the police officials. 

The police found the letter was written 
with red ink, and irtended for De Sa- 
bato’s wife, as the others were, though 
addressed to the head of the family. One 
letter was registered and contained 
three packages of powder, with instruc- 
tions to the woman to put one of the 
powders in her husband's coffee, another 
under the pillow of her son When asleep, 
and a third under the door of a house 
occupied by a woman closely connected 
with the family, whose name is with- 
held. The letter also contained other 
important matters which the police will 
not disclose. 

All the letters were dated New York 
city, but postmarked Pontoosuc. The 
police at’ once had one of the powdens 
examined, and traces of arsenic were 
found. The powders were then placed in 
the hands of a chemist, who is now care- 
fully examining them. The police soon 
got to work on the case, with the result 
that Ranieri was placed under arrest. 

Ranieri was once the neighbor of De 
Sabato, and it is alleged he induced De 
Sabato’s wife to leave her husband and 
live with him, and that her son went to 
Pontoosuc and induced his mother to re- 
turn home. But little is known of the 
partiea, who remain silent regarding the 
affair, which has created considerable 
ew:itement since the news of the alleged 
attempted poisoning became known. 


CUT HIS THROAT. 


Joseph Best Notified His Wife and a Minister of 
His Rash Intention. 

Providence, May 4.—Joseph Best of 
Attleboro, Mass., was found dead in 
his room at the City hotel yesterday. 
He had partially removed his clothing, 
and apparently stretched out on the 
floor, held his head over a large basin, 
cut his throat on the left side and al- 


lowed the blood to drop into the basin ; 


until he was exhausted. The act was 
committed with a small penknife. Two 
bodies containing laudanum were also 
found near the body, and it is believed 
that he drank a part of their contents. 
Best left his home in Attleboro Tuesday 
morning, telling his wife he intended to 
go to Pawtucket on business. That af- 
ternoon both she and Rev. J. R. Byron 
of Attleboro received letters from Best, 
posted at Pawtucket at noon, announc- 
ing that he intended to killkimself. The 
minister and Mrs. Best set out to search 
for the man, and Tuesday morning 
looked through Pawtucket, accompanied 
by a city detective, without finding a 
trace of the missing man. Best was at 
that time at the City hotel in this city. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, May 4.—One of the first things 
fone by the house yesterday was to 
suspend the rules and pass to a third 
reading the new Dumond Dill, limiting 
the number of “licensed places’”’ in Bos- 
ton to 1000. The liquor law committee 
had a brief meeting on it before hand, 
but decided that the new bill was merely 
a perfecting amendment to the original 
act, and that no hearing on it was neces- 
sary. So the bill was promptly re- 
ported to the house. 

Referenee to the next general court 
was reported on the petition of the 
fitchburg and Suburban Street Railway 
tompany for leave to extend its tracks 
and to act as a common carrier. 

The committee on ways and means re- 
ported appropriation bills, one of $10,- 
00 to provide for the employment of 
prisoners in the penal institutions of the 
state; another of $10,000 for use in the 
industries at the state farm; and one 
appropriating $28,500 for the salaries and 
office expenses of the state highway 
sommission. 

Reconsideration was voted on the bill 
to add two members to the fish and game 
tominission. The bill was ordered to 
a third reading. 

The bill for the transportation of bi- 
tycles as baggage was substituted for 
an adverse report by ene vote, the re- 
sult being 76 yeas and 75 nays. 

The bill providing that when a judge 
sets aside a verdict in a civil suit for 
lamages he shall state specifically his 
lecision in writing, and that a second 
trial in such a case shall be solely on the 
question of damages, was referred tothe 
aext general court. 

A bill to repeal last year's act as to 
glotting and laying out streets in Bos- 
lon was adversely reported in the sen- 
ite. Several other bills in relation to 
pying out highways in Boston were ad- 
rersely reported. Reconsideration of 
the engrossment of the wide-tires bill 
was moved, on the ground that it had 
not been fully debated. The motion 
prevailed and the bill was tabled. 

The bill for vestibuled electric cars, 
with an amendment that it shall not 
lake effect untii Oct. 1. 1900, and that it 


thall not apply to cars on elevated 
structures nor to places with more than 
100,000 inhabitants, was engrossed, 14 
© 6. 

A bill relative to Hcensing engineers 
Was rejected without debate. 


Keough Pleads Not Guilty. 

Springfield, Mass., May 4.—The report 
of the grand jury yesterday wasespecial- 
ly interesting by the finding of six bills 
against James C. Keough of Holyoke, a 
former tax collector of thateity. Each 
indictment covers a period of six months, 
and the six indictments cover Keough’s 
term of office of three years. After the 
jury had reported Keough was called. 
He entered fhe dock. He was not repre- 
sented by counsel at the time, so he said 
that he would waive the reading of the 
document and enter a plea of not gullty. 
He offered his previous sureties, which 
were accepted, and he returned to his 
seat among the spectators. No time is 
fixed for the trial. 


Pulp “Cooker” Exploded. 

Benton, Me., May 4.—Two men were 
killed and several injured by amt explo- 
sion of a cooker at the Kennebec fibre 
pulp mill at Benton Falls. The plant 
Was partially demolished. The cooker, 
or digester, was 25 eet long, and weighed 
40 tons. At the time of the explosion 
there was 50 pounds of steam inside. 
The head was blown out of the digester. 
Charles Skillin, aged 52, and James Nose- 
worthy, aged 22, were standing in line 
of the cooker head and were driven 
bodily into machinery near by, while the 
contents of the cooker steamed them to 
death. Two horses, which were hitched 
inside the building, were blown out of 
the harness and through a door 10 feet 
away. 


# New Hampshire Re igion. 

Concord, N. H., May 4.—The trustees of 
the New Hampshire Home Missionary 
society have authorized Field Secretary 
Hillman to make a thorough canvass to 
ascertain the religious condition of the 
State and incorporate the same in his 
regular report to the society at its an- 
nual meeting in September next. The 
object is to discover the facts concern- 
ing the basis of Governor Rollins’ Fast 
day proclamation. Mr. Hillman will 
make comparisons in the statistics frem 
the year 1850 to the present time. 


Not Going to Europe. 

Boston, May 4.—The Massachusetts 
nautical training ship Enterprise will 
not go to Europe this year with the 
cadets, but will confine her cruising to 
American waters, from Norfolk to Bar 
Harbor, and perhaps to Halifax. While 
in the south she will visit Annapolis, 
when the cadets will have an opportunity 
of seeing the drills at the naval academy. 
The Enterprise will probably be ready 
for her cruise in June.

Botse, Ida., May 4.—Governor Steunen- 
berg has issued a proclamation declaring 
Shoshone county in a state of ineur- 
rection. This will result in placing the 
government of the coanty, so far as may 
be necessary, under military rule. 


Keform Needed. 

Washington, May 4.—The industrial 
commission resumed its public hearings 
here. The first witness was Florence 
Kelley, for four years chief factory in- 
Spector of Illinois. Her statement dealt 
particularly with sweat shops in Chi- 
cago. Of the 200,000 factory workers in 
Illinois, she said, 150,000 were in Cook 
county. Practically all the ready-made 
clothing and much of the so-called mer- 
chant tailor work of the city were sweat- 
shop work pure and simple. The con- 
ditions surroug ding the workers were 
unsanitary and harmful in a marked de- 
gree. Child labor, she said, was also 
used in direct defiance of the l4-year age 
limitin forcein the state. Many of these 
little ones, she declared, worked for the 
first year for nothing with the promise 
of $1a week at the end of that time and 
ultimately, perhaps, $3 or $4 per week, 
when they had reached the top of the 
ladder ig their line.

Paris, May 4.—A seml-official note de- 
clares that the alleged signing of an 
agreement by which Slam was said to 
have ceded to France the province of 
Luang-Prabang, in the northeastern 
part of the kingdom of Slam, is un- 
founded. Although communications 
have been passing between the two gov- 
ernments with a view to the removal of 
all friction, no agreement whatever has 
been reached.

The argument that it would be bet- 
te: for our streets that the water exten- 
sions and connections, as well as the 
sewer connections should be made by 
the Commissioner of Public Works ,does 
not seem to be verified by facts.

SCRIBED and LICENSED for one year from 
the first day of the ensuing May, in the office of 
the Clerk of the city or town wherein said dog is 
kept, and shall cause it to wear around its neck 
acollar distinctly marked with the owner's name 
and its registered number. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May t duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de. 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The FEE for every license shall be TWO 
DULLARS fora Male dog and FIVE DOL. 
LARS for a Female dog.

DRIVEN OUT. 


Rebels Retreat Before 
the Americans, 


Wheaton and Hale Again 
Rout Luna’s Forces. 


Attack Upon San Tomas Was 
Most Brilliant. 


Our Soldiers Skillfully Posted at 
Points of Advantage, 


War Department Looks For Capture of Latest 
Rebel Stronghold Today. 


Washington, May 5.—A cablegram has 
been received from General Otis which 
Says: 

“Colonel Summers with six battalions 


piece Utah light artillery of Lawton’s 
division, proceeded north Thursday 
morning to Maasin, Crossed river, 
charged enemy in strong entrenchments, 
driving him northward and inflicting 
considerable loss. His casualties two 
wounded. 

“Both Wheaton and Hale of MacAr- 
thur’s division found the enemy in force, 
strongly intrenched, and commanded by 
Commander-in-Chief Luna, about four 
tniles south of San Fernando. Hale on 
right. Dislodgedenemy. Wheaton on 
left, leading in person, made brilliant 
charge, scattering his forces and in- 
flicting great punishment. Several offi- 
cers and enlisted men seriously wounded. 
MacArthur proceeds to San Fernandoin 
morning. Delayed by partial destruc- 
tion of bridge across river. Not be- 
lieved enemy will make another de- 
termined stand until he effects retreat 
to Mount Arayat, short distance from 


San Isidro.’ 


Major General MacArthur carried San 
Thomas Thursday after encountering a 
strong resistance, 

Brigadier General Hale moved on the ( 
enemy's right and Brigadier General 
Wheaton attacked the left in a daring 
charge, in which Colonel Funston again 
distinguished himself. The Kansan was 
wounded in the hand and several other 
officers and enlisted men were also 
wounded. 

Colonel Summers, with a part of the 
Oregon and Minnesota regiments and a 
gun of the Utah battery, took Maasin 
on the rig&t, resting four miles from San 
Fernando. 

The natives are retreating toward San 
Isidro, and it is expected that they will 
make a star Wat Arayat, at which place 
the whole of the rebel forces in the prov- 
ince of Panpenga is concentrating. 

It is reported that, impressed by recent 
events, the peoole of Luzon are wavering 
in their alleglunce to the insurrection 
and are likely to assume a neutral atu- 
tude. It seems as though General Luna's 
forces are destined to destruction within 
a few days unless they surrender or 
scatter. 

The American army has been skilfully 
posted at points of immense strategic 
advantage. The insurgents expected 
them to advance on Balinag by way of 
Quingua, and had furrowed the entire 
country beyond Quingua with the 
strongest sort of intrenchments. 

Instead of taking this course, General 
MacArthur swung towards San Thomas, 
the route to which was almost unpro- 
tected. General Lawton brought his 
brigade in against Balsuam from the 
southeast, covering the line of retreat of 
the rebels towards the mountains, and 
depriving them of a refuge upon which 


jeutenant Naylor of the Ufah lignt ar- 
tillery, mounted on hand cars, pushed 
ahead, the Twentieth Kansas and First 
Montana regiments deploying to the 
right and left when feasible, 

The country to be traversed p(pved the 
worst yet encountered, miles of marshes 
and many unfordable streams delaying 
the advance materially, 

Both brigades met with resistance 
Simultaneously on approaching the 
tiver near San Thomas, which ts about 
eight kilometers from Apalit. The cen- 
ter span of the railroad bridge had 
Gropped into the river, and the rebels 
had only left a small force to check Gen- 


eral Wheaton, their main body lining the 
strong trenches infront of General Hale. 

Although the attacking force poureda 
very heavy artillery and musketry fire 
across the river, the enemy stubbornly 
resisted for over an hour, ultimately 
breaking when Major Young shelled 
their left flank and then retreating along 
the river bank under cover. 

General Wheaton, in the meantime, 
tried ineffectualy to draw the fire of the 
Filipinos in the trenches east of the 
track, 

So soon as they discovered that the 
nature of the country would permit only 
u few skirmishes on each side of the em- 
bankment, the rebels regained thefr 
courage and fought desperately for 
three-quarters of an hour in the face of 
the American volleys and a rapid fire 
fusilade until flanked by the Montana 
regiment. Then a general scramble en- 
sued, most of the enemy boarding trains 
that were in readiness and the others 
taking the road to San Fernando, after 
burning the villages of San Tomas and 
Minalin. 

About noon General Wheaton crossed 
the broken bridge, cleared the stragglers 
out of the villages and advanced toward 
San Fernando. Genera! Hale effected a 
crossing simultaneously after a slight 
delay necessary to repair a stone bridge. 

Our Joss up to that hour (noon) was 
two members of the Nebraska regiment 
and one of the Montana killed, and Cap- 
tain Albrecht, three members of the Kan- 
Sas regiment, two of the Monitana, four 
of the Nebraska and one of the South 
Dakota wounded. 

The enemy's loss was very slight. 


The war department is satisfied from 
the dispatches received from General 


porizing over peace and has turned his 
attention to most aggressive tactics. 
The wisdom of this course was fully ap- 
proved by officials here, who have fore- 
seen that the rebels needed further 
chastisement in order to bring them toa 
realizing sense of their position. 

Early dispatches from General Otis 
clearly defined the general plan of his 
latest movement. He is moving in 
two main columns, Major General 
MacArthur pushing straight forward 
over a nine-mile stretch of country be- 
tween Calumpit and the latest rebel 
stronghold, San Fernando, and Major 
Generali Lawton directing a strong force 
unger Colonel Sumner, to prevent the 
insurgents from retreating from San 
Fernando into the mountains to the 
north. The later dispatches showed 
there had been hot work in the execution 
of this movement, particularly in Gen- 
eral MacArthur's advance on San Fer- 
nando. The defeat of Luna at San 
Tomas and the scattering of the insur- 
gent forces, leaves MacArthur four miles 
from San Fernando, with a clear road 
before him. He will take the city today, 
according to General Otis’ plans, 

The taking of towns is no longer looked 
upon by the authorities as of chief mo- 
ment, the main consideration being to 
intercept the insurgents. General Law- 
ton’s movement northward to Maasin 
fs designed to Keep a body of American 
troops to the north of the rebels, and 
between them and their line of retreat 
to the mountains. A successful execu- 
tion of this movement will leave the in- 
surgents well nigh surrounded on the 
north, thought there is a stretch of about 
seven miles from Maasin to the Rio 
Grande river, along which the rebels are 
retiring. If the rebels do succeed in 
getting into the mountains, war depart- 
ment officials believe they cannot con- 
tinue organized resistance, as the moun- 
tain localities afford much less op- 
portunity for sustenance than the rice 
lands along the foot hills and bottoms. 
The authorities here are well satisfied 
with the manner in which our forces are 
placed.

DASH FOR UTE LANDS. A Certain Quincy Young. Man, 


Continuous Jam Teward the Point 


Where the Race Commenced. | 


Indians Have Chosen the Best 
Bottom Lands. 


Enough Ground For Over Five Thousand Homes 
of Hundred Acres Each. 


Durango, Col., May 5.—The lands of 
the Ute reservation were opened to 
settlers at noon yesterday. They are 
located in the southwest corner of Colo- 


The greater part of this land is smooth 
and tillable, provided irrigation can be 
provided for. Several thousand acres 
of land were allotted to the Ute Indians 
{n severalty before the order of the 
opening was issued, and it is claimed 
this included the choicest locations. The 
Denver and Rio Grande railroad runs 
through the eastern end of the reser- 
vation. 

The start was made promptly at noon, 
and several hundred people did not 
bother with the land office, but madea 
race for choice locations. Only 120 lined 
up at the land office. No trouble has yet 
been reported; and if any occurred it will 
not be known for some time, the 
choice locations are a great 
from here. All Wednesday night 
were seen starting in the direction of the 
Ute lands, and all yesterday forenoon 
there was a continuous jam toward the 
point where the race commenced. 

It is generally believed that the actual 
Settlers will be allowed to hold the lots 
they selected, but a great many will se- 
Cure Warrants from the land office and 
depend on this to hold the land. 

The land office officials will accept th 


> 


first application for any quarter section 
and refuse later filings on the same land, 
leaving contests for court settlements. 

The first man fn line was P. G. Voight, 
aminer. Then Misses Emma and Della 
Stollsteimer, two sisters, took their posi- 
tion in line, and they were soon followed 
by hundreds of others, 

The women in line sat on chairs, had 
meals brought to them, and were not 
uncomfortable. Land officials issued 
tickets, guaranteeing positions in the 
line, but few accepted them, preferring 
not to take chances, 

There is enough land to make 5200 
homes of 100 acres each. The Ute In- 
dians, by the grace of the government, 
have first choice, and naturally filed on 
the best bottom lands. 

Many persons who had for days been 
holding places in the line at the land 
office changed their minds and joined 
the rush for the Ute lands. Whistles 
and bells proclaimed the hour of open- 
ing. 

Scores of men who had been holding 
Places in line sold out half an hour be- 
fore the opening, $50 being the prevailing 
price, 

The streets of Durango were crowded. 
There was ne central starting point, and 
men were scattered along the Colorado 
and New Mexico lines for 40 miles, await- 
ing the hour, many with no means of 
rapid transit. From Durango hundreds 
of well mounted and well armed men 
began pushing to the front at daylight, 
all giving themselves ample time to 
reach the favorite sections. Many 
home-seekers will purchase farms and 
orchards in Colorado and New Mexico 
instead of taking homesteads in the new 
reservation. 

A surprise was sprung when “Buffalo” 
Jones suddenly appeared near Ignacio 
with 300 followers from Guthrie, and 
was met by Dr. E. H. Allen, who was 
prominent in the opening of the famous 
Cherokee strip. The latter has been 
sojourning in and around Durango with 
some half-breed Cherokees for the past 
week, and early yesterday morning 
started to join with “Buffalo” Jones, 
with the determination of starting a 
town site and booming the same. The 
town, it is understood, will be called 
Tabor. By tonight there will be no 
doubt dozens of villages created. The

It relates to Assistant 
Engineer Emory Winship of the gun- 
boat Bennington. Mr. Winship is from | 
Georgia and was graduated from the} 
Naval academy in July, 1896: 
‘*Winship did a fine thing last week,’”’ 
says the writer. ‘‘A landing party of 
about 125 from the Bennington went 
ashore on Malabon in several boats, and 
a launch remained, with Winship and | 
two men as boatkeepers and to watch | 
steam. The landing party advanced | 
foolishly without scouts and precautions 
and were suddenly set upon by a regi- } 
ment of Filipinos. They fled for the} 
beach to the boats, pursued by the na- | 
tives, and were hard pressed. Seeing | 
this, Winship unlimbered the revolving | 
cannon in the bow of the launch and 
tuined it loose upon the pursuers. He! 
kept up a deadly fire, and 30 Filipinos | 
were killed or disabled. He stood off the | 
whole gang, enabling our party to get | 
to their boats safely. He then fell, hav- 
ing received five bullets. Tausig says 
that but for Winship none of the party | 
would have escaped.”’

Mummies of Ancient Cliff Dwellers 
Found In 

The mummies of three ancient cliff 
dwellers have recently been discovered 
ina hillside near old Camp Verde, A. T. 
They were found inacrypt dug into 
the solid rock and tightly sealed by a 
wall of masonry, the interior of the 
crypt being neatly plastered. A number 
of mummies have been taken from these 
cliffs in times past, all of them being 
those of pygmies, with a cranial forma- 
tion distinctly Mongolian. Those re-

of children. They were wrapped ina 
single cotton blanket, which was intact 
and has been saved, except the portion 
that was between the bodies and the 
ground.

Heretofore in Massachusetts, in take- 
ing the census, one enumerator has 
been required for eyery 2000 inhab- 
itants. This will give Quincy about 
twelve, or two for each ward, as the 
city has a population of upwards of 25, 
000. 

It is hoped that the census of Quincy 
will be taken by wards, and that intel- 
ligent trustworthy men who are inter- 
ested in the city will be appointed as 
enumerators. The work must be done 
in about two weeks time.

Quincy Roads Included in East- 


ern Mass. Consolidation. 

A dispatch tothe Herald from Provi- 
dence, R. I., says: 

“‘ Marsden J. Perry of this city, who 
is chiefly identified with the Union Trac- 
tion Company, in an interview on 
the reported consolidation of street rail- 
ways in eastern Massachusetts, today, 
said that such a consolidation is practi- 
cally completed, having secured options 
on various systems some time ago. 

The gathered together are 
those centring at Brockton, the Lowell, 
Lawrence & Haverhill, the Quincy & 
Boston, the Lynn & Boston, most of 
the roads centreing in Salem, the New- 
port & Fall River, owned by the New- 
port ‘Street Railway Company, the 
Globe street railway of Fall River and 
the Taunton street 1ailway. 

The consolidation will be on a capi- 
talization of $22,000,000, one-half of 
which will be common, and the other 
half preferred 4 per cent , cumulative. 
The syndicate will control 700 miles of 
track and the gross receipts will be 
$4,000,000. No bonds will be issued. 
The consolidated system will extend 
from Newport to the northeastern 
Massachusetts state line. The Union 
Traction Company and its connecting 
lines in Rhode Island and across in 
Massachusetts are not embraced in the 
consolidation.

Manila, May 8.—To clear the Filipinos 
put of Bacolor, about five miles south- 
west of San Fernando, will be the next 
task of the Americans, General Mas- 
vardo has a force of 6000 men there, well 
armed and possessed of plenty of am- 
munition. His troops have never met 
American soldiers, and they think, ac- 
cording to the reports carried to San 
Fernando, that they can “whip the 
whole lot.” 

Bacolor is well entrenched and thou- 
gands of natives are working like beav- 
ers, digging trenches and carrying the 
dirt in baskets. Mascardo uses his rifle- 
men for fighting only, but compels the 
Bolomen and Chinese, and even the 
women, to labor incessantly. 

The rebels have an outpost about a 
mile beyond San Fernando with a 
trench that holds between 200 and 300 
men. From that point several volleys 
were fired Saturday night upon the camp 
of the Twentieth Kansas regiment,

Good Afternoon.

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Many Old Co. K Men Ask for 
Their Discharge. 


“ The amory of Co. K was open Mon- 
day evening and several who have 
served in the Massachusetts Militia or 
as United States Volunteers were 
present, including Capt. Kincaide. 

No meeting, — either informal or 
formal was held, and as announced last 
week, none will be held until the com- 
pany is recruited to its fall strength.

The Fifth Massachusetts regiment 
of volunteers was mustered out at 
Camp Wetherell recently. Of the 106, 
about 40 were members of the militia 
company (Co, K of Braintree) and 
they with the 20 who did not volunteer 
for the war, may continue in the 
Massachusetts militia. During the 
war the terms of service of one or three 
years of many of the 60 expired and it 
is optional with them to continue. 
Any of the others who do not wish to 
continue longer in service may also get 
their discharge on recommendation of 
the captain. 

Capt. Kincaide personally inter- 
viewed the men assembled Monday 
night, and most of them desired their 
discharges. When the number of 
vacancies are known Co. K will be im- 
mediately recruited. Capt. Kincaide 
says already several have expressed a 
desire to enter the service. The amory 
will be opened every Monday evening 
but no meetings will be held.

Peace Society Has Something to Say Concern- 
ing Conditions In the Philippines. 


Boston, May 9.—At a meeting of the 
executive committee of the Anti--Im- 
peralist league, at which ex-Governor 
Boutwell presided, the following letter 
to Edward Atkinson was adopted: 

“The executive committee of the Anti- 
Imperialist league thought it proper to 
privately communicate at once to the 
Same persons to whom, as you advised 
us April 22, you had written to .\"S.ess 
your intention of mailing 
lets to soldiers in the field—that the 


league did not desire to circulate its 
literature in this manner. An inad- 


vertance in expression, doubtless acci- 
dental, might otherwise have conveyed 
to the recipients of your letters the im- 
pression that you had referred to the 
league’s publication and their distri- 
bution. 

“Whatever difference of opinion may 
exist as to the propriety of the circula- 
tion which you suggested (but which 
we understand has not been attempted) 
there should be only one opinion as to the 
far more serious issue which has been 
ralsed by your experiment of sending 
copies of your pamphlets only to Admiral 
George Dewey, President Schurman, 
Professor Worcester, General H. G. Otis, 
General Lawton, General Miller and J. 
F. Bass, the correspondent of Harper's 
Weekly, and which was reported to have 
been taken from the mails by order of 
the postmaster general. 

“Against this act of arbitrary and il- 
legal power which would hardly be at- 
tempted by any government of Europe, 
except, perhaps, that of Russia, the 
league calls on all good citizens to pro- 
test against a serious blow to Republican 
institutions which are now so gravely 
threatened by imperial policies at home 
and abroad.” 

At a large meeting of the American 
Peace society in Tremont Temple the 
members strongly coridemned the pres- 
ent policy of the government in the 
Philippines, which was described as 
wicked, unjust and unfitting any Chris- 
tian nation. 

President Robert T. Paine presided, 
and L. H. Pillsbury of Derry, N. H., 
acted as secretary of the meeting. In 
his annual report, Corresponding Sec- 
retary Trueblood called the present war 
in the Philippines contrary to American 
principles, unjust to the natives and 
dangerous to this country, upon which it 
is likely to fasten a frightful burden of 
militarism. President Paine, in dis- 
cussing the report, criticised the ad- 
ministration, and Rey. Scott F. Hershey, 
William E. Sheldon, Mrs. Lucia A. Mead 
and Mrs. Hannah J. Bailey of Winthrop, 
Me., followed in the same order, 


Otis’ Report. 

Washington, May 9.—The war depart- 
ment Officials seem to be more than ever 
encouraged over the situation in Manila. 
Yesterday’s report of General Otis indi- 
cates that the American troops are well 
disposed. It has been evident that the 
insurgents who were operating in the 
Swamps and jungles east of General 
MacArthur have been very annoying, but 
the army gunboats have made it too hot 
for them to remain. General Lawton 
appears to be pushing northward some 
15 miles to the east of MacArthur, The 

tio Grande river lies between them, and 
there the gunboats evidently are at work. 
The portions of the dispatch which the 
department has not made public refer 
perhaps to the future movements of the 
two divisions of the army,

Rear Ad- 
miral Kempff, at present on waiting or- 
ders, has been ordered to succeed Ad- 
miral Watson in command of the Mare 
island navy yard. 


General Henry Released. 

San Juan, May 9.—Brigadier General 
Davis, who has been appointed to suc- 
ceed Major General Henry as military 
governor of Porto Rico, arrived here 
yesterday.

Ten More Millions Gone. 

New York, May 9.—A messenger from 
the French embassy at Washington yes- 
terday delivered at the National City 
bank two additional treasury warrants 
of $5,000,000, drawn against the sub- 
treasury. This makes a total of $15,000,- 
000 out of the $20,000,000 which the United 
States agreed to pay Spain for the Philip- 
pines. The warrants received passed 
through the clearing house today and 
are charged against the account of the 
sub-treasury. As in the first transac- 
tion, the National City bank acted for 
the Deutsche bank of Berlin, which is 
said to have paid the full amount of the 
indemnity to Spain some timeago. Ex- 
change has been bought for about all of 
the $20,000,000, and an advance in rates 
is most improbable.

acollar distinctly marked with the owner’s name 
and its registered number. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog aier the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The FEE for every license shall be TWO 
DOLLARS fors Male dog and FIVE DOL- 
LARS for a Female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit FIFTEEN 
DOLLARS, five dollars of which shall be paid 
to the complainant and ten dollars to the treas- 
urer of the county in which the dog is kept. 


Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breed- 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
license authorizing him to keep such dogs upon 
the premises described in such license. When 
the number of dogs so kept does not exceed 
five, the fee for such license shall be TWENTY- 
FIVE DOLLARS; when the number of dogs 
so kept exceeds five, the fee shall be FIFTY 
DOLLARS, and no fee shall be required for the 
dogs of such owner or keeper under the age of 
six months. 

Any owner or keeper of adog not duly li- 
censed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day of April in any year, shall, 
whenever it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in Section 80 of Chapter 102 of the 
Public Statutes, and shal] cause is to wear 
around its neck a collar distinctly marked with 
its owner's name and its registered number.

Shoe Trade Adversely Affected by 
the Advance In Leather, 


Actual Refusal of Orders at 
Current Rates. 


Expedients Resorted to by Manufacturers to 
Prevent Loss of Money. 


Lynn, Mass., May 10.—The advance in 
prices for shoes has not yet materialized, 
and some orders for the fall season, 
which have been already placed by sev- 
eral Lynn firms, show practically no in- 
crease over the rates prevailing through 
the season now coming toaclose. The 
higher prices of all grades of leather and 
especially of sole leather has been the 
means of forcing the shoe manufactur- 
ers’ margin of profits down to very close 
limits, and many claim that, under the 
conditions now existing, they are turn- 
ing out some grades of shoes at a posi- 
tive loss. The excess of competition has 
prevented any form of concerted action 
Which would lead to a rise in prices, and 
the outlook is discouraging in respect to 
any general increase in the rates in the 
hear future. 

A large shoe firm doing business in 
Lynn has sentacircular to its customers 
among the jobbing houses, declaring 
that it cannot continue to manufacture 
shoes at the low prices heretofore re- 
ceived for them, and will refuse to fill 
any orders in future until a reasonable 
advance, which will correspond with ad- 
vanced prices of léather and increased 
cost of manufacture in general, is 
granted them. This firm has stopped 
work on all orders except such as were 
received previous to its sending out the 
circular. 

Another method which is being resort- 
ed to in order to keep the expense of 
manufacturing within the limits of the 
receipts is to “take it outof the shoe,” 
or to economize in time and material in 
particular lines of shoes, for which 
higher prices cannot be secured. THis 
policy of economy in every detall of 
manufacture, consistent with keeping 
the quality of the shoe unimpaired, is 
being practised by many of the Lynn 
manufacturers. 

There are manufacturers, however, 
who do not regard this method the proper 
remedy for inadequate prices, but, on the 
other hand, look on it as a source of an- 
noyance and inconvenience to those who 
adopt it. It is pointed out that at this 
time shoe buyers are on the alert and 
watch the consignments received by 
them for any indications of cheapening 
in the process of manufacture. Ongsuch 
discoveries being made, the inevitable 
result follows of shoes being returned 

(and of misunderstandings and strained 
relations between the maRUrACeIES and 
the buyer. 

A shoe manufacturer who has built up 
a long-established business in Lynn, in 
speaking of this subject, said: ‘Prices 
are too low, and something must be done 
if we are to make shoes without actually 
losing by it, to say nothing of making a 
fair profit. But I think that ‘taking it 
out of the shoe’ is not the way to meet 
the difficulty. When we speak of raising 
the price of a certain shoe, it implies that 
we intend to keep that particular style 
or grade of shoe on the market. What 
I would suggest is to increase the value 
of your shoe, put more into it, instead of 
less, and change your style and raise 
your price at the same time. In other 
words, stop making the shoe that you 
are not making a fair profit on and put 
a new shoe on the market. I have been 
making a certain kind of medium-priced 
shoe, for which I have been getting 92% 
cents a pair. I have taken this shoe, 
altered its shape, style and general 
makeup, expending more in its manu- 
facture than before, and now I turn out 
an article that I get $1 apairfor. Of 
course I figure not to put in all the addi- 
tional 7% cents, so that I derive a bene- 
fit from the change as well as the cone 
sumer. It is much more difficult to raise 
the price of a shoe that gets known in 
the market as a $1.50 shoe, or a $2 shoe, 
than it is toplace an entirely new article 
on which you can set a price from the 
outset,” . = 

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, May 10.—The legislature, by a 
large vote, refused to abolish capital 
punishment in this state, so that the 
electric chair, which is now in Charles- 
town prison awaiting a victim, will have 
another lease of life. Not only did the 
lawmakers decide in favor of electrocu- 
tion, but they refused to pass a law 
which would give to juries in cases of 
murder power to recommend a degree of 
murder not punishable by death. 

A bill for $50,000 to be appropriated for 
the representation of the state at the 
Paris exposition was reported. The bill 
was referred to the joint committee on 
ways and means, which must report it 
back to the house, where all money bills 
must originate, 

Bills were engrossed as to notices of 
petitions for construction of wiils and 
authorizing the Worcester and Clinton 
Street Railway company to act as a 
common carrier of merchandise, bag- 
gage and United States mail. 

The adverse report on Princeton's 
tlaim for damages from construction of 
the metropolitan water system was ac- 
cepted, 

The order offered in the houce for an 
investigation into the prudential and 
industrial life insurance business as 
carried on in the state was rejected after 
a brief debate. 

Reconsideration of the vote engrossing 
the Boston sewer loan bill was refused 


after a lively debate, by a vote of 62 to 96 
on a rolicall. 

The committee on metropolitan af- 
fairs and water supply, sitting jointly, 
reported a bill giving selectmen of any 
town along the Sudbury river or its 
tributaries the right of petition to the 
supreme court for a determination as 
to the amount of damages such towns 
may sustain by reason of the extension 
of the metropolitan water systeth along 
that river or its tributaries. 

The committee on towns reported a 
bill repealing the act establishing a fire 
department for Danvers. 

The committee on labor reported leave 
to withdraw on the petition and bill pro- 
viding that in case of a strike or lockout 
the state board of arbitration shall be 
called in, shall examine all the books and 
investigate all the business of the con- 
cern or corporation. 

Governor Wolcott signed several bills, 
among them being the act to authorize 
trust companies to act as executors and 
in other fiduciary capacities; the act 
relative to public warehouses and other 
depositories; the act authorizing addi- 
tional clerical assistance for the clerk of 
the Boston municipal court; the act rela- 
tive to supplying certain cities and towns 
with water from the metropolitan water 
System; the act to Incorporate the Wal- 
tham, Ayer and Pepperell Street Railway 
company; the act relative to inks for 
public records, and) to making such 
records by means of typewriting ma- 
chines; and the act relative to clerical 
assistance for clerks of courts through- 
out the state. The Boston aldermanic 
bill was also signed. 

A Pathetic Event. 

Boston, May 10.—The double funeral of 
Captain Samuel S. Rumrill and his wife, 
Mary E. Rumrill, occurred at the home 
of their son in Somerville yesterday. 
The interment will be at Southwest 
Harbor, Me. A few weeks ago Mrs. 
Rumrill came from Wiscasset on a visit 
to her son, Captain Rumrill being ona 
voyage. She was taken ill two weeks 
ago, and at about that time the captain 
reached home. He came to Somerville 
and was taken ill of pneumonia, dying on 
Sunday. The shock of his death was too 
much for Mrs. Rumrill and she passed 
away Monday. Both Captain and Mrs. 
Rumrill were natives of Tremont, Me., 
and residents of Wascasset. 


Boslonians on Lynchers. 

Boston, May 10.—A_ representative 
gathering of citizens of Boston, at the 
People’s church last night, served as a 
protest against the recent mob outrages 
in Georgia. Colone! Higginson, who 
commanded a colored regiment in the 
Civil war, presided, and among those 
who spoke were former Attorney Gen- 
eral Pillsbury, Rev. Samuel Crowthers of 
Cambridge, Archibatd M. Grimke and 
Rev. A. A. Berle. A number of letters 
from other men of prominence in public 
life were read, includ'ng one from Gov- 
ernor Wolcott. All the speeches were in 
a vigorous vein, condemning lynchings 
and mob rule in the south. 

Strikers Return to Work. 

Biddeford, Me., May 10.—The 400 ma- 
chinists in the Saco and Pattee machine 
shops, who have been on @ strike fora 
20 percent advance in wages, returned 
to work today. Notices were posted in 
the machine shops yesterday announc- 
ing that there would be a revision of 
rates paid as promised the employes, the 
advance dating from May 1, the adjust- 
ment of rates to be arranged by the over- 
seers of each department. This is vir- 
tually the same amount as was promised 
by the management before the strike. 

Suicide Runs In the Family. 

Danbury, Conn. May 10.—Andrew 
Briggs, a wealthy farmer living in New 
Fairfield, drowned himself in a pond 
yesterday. He first put a dog collar 
around his neck, to which he attached 
a heavy rock, and then plunged head 
foremost into the water. He was 50 
years of age and unmarried. Six other 
members of the family had previously 
committed suicide, all under sensational 
circumstancts, 


Claims Bryan as Relative. 

Boston, May 10.—Lena Bryan, who was 
@rrested yesterday asa pickpocket and 
shoplifter, was arrested during the holi- 
days on the charge of picking pockets. 
She was sentenced to serve three months 
in the house of correction and had com- 
pleted the term only afew daysago. She 
claims to be a relative of Wi.ilam Jen- 
nings Bryan. 


Female Forger Sentenced. 

Baston, May 10.—Miss Frances L. 
Adair, formerly of Newport, R. L., who 
confessed to a number of forgeries of 
small checks, was sentenced yesterday 
to the hotse of correction for a year. 
Miss Adair’s friends tried hard to have 
her placed on probation, 


Quiet at Rockport. 

Gloucester, Mass., May 10.—Nothing 
has developed in the Rockport labor 
troubles, and everything has been 
comparatively quiet about the quarries. 
None of the sheds have been occupied 
by workmen, and business has been at 
a standstill. 


CHARGES OF HERESY. 


Drake University B:dly Torn Up Over a Theo- 
logical Investigation. 


Des Moines, Ia., May 10.—The trustees 
and students of Drake university are in 
trouble over charges of heresy against 
Professor Oscar W. Morgan, professor of 
biblical languages and literature. Pro- 
fessor Morgan says five years ago his 
ideas about the inspiration of the scrip- 
tures began to change and study of the 
higher criticism has convinced him that 
the accepted orthodox ideas are un- 
reasonable. He does not believe the 
bible is a divinely {nspired record of 
Hebrew history, but that it is human 
account of the history of the people in 
many ways divinely guided. The ortho- 
dox students in his classes petitioned 
the trustees against this kind of teach- 
ing and the trustees decided to change 
Professor Morgan to the chair of Hebrew 
and classic Greek, which will bring him 
little in contact with the theological 
students. It developed in the investi- 
gation that some of the other memberg 
of the faculty held views similar to those 
of Professor Morgan, and this was in- 
fluential in preventing Morgan's dis- 
missal from the institution. Students 
friendly to Professor Morgan have dis- 
tributed through university place copies 
of an anonymous circular assailing the 
divinity students who had attacked the 
professor. Efforts to discever the au- 
thorship of the circular have thus far 
failed. The university is badly torn up. 


And Dewey Deserves It. 

Washington, May 10.—Admiral Dewey, 
upon his return to the United States, is 
to be presented a monster testimonial 
consisting of autograph lettérs from 
nearly every member of President Mc- 
Kinley’s cabinet, governors of states 
and prominent United States senators 
The secretary of the treasury says in 
his written opinion of Dewey that he 
regards him as one of a galaxy of men 
who have made the American name 
honorable and illustrious. ‘The secre- 
tary of state writes that no artificial 
commemoration of such a victory is at 
all needful to preserve it forever in the 
American heart; the secretary of the 
navy expresses similar views; the sec- 
retary of agriculture reminds Americans 
that Dewey, in a day, added an archi- 
pelago to the possessions of the United 
States; the secretary of war writes 
that he Sladly adds his tribute of praise 
to Dewey, and the postmaster general 
enthusiastically seconds the proposition 
to emphasize the gratitude of the peo- 
ple. 


Would-Be Robbers Sampled Contents. 
Washington, May 10.—The official mall 
bag from the Paris foreign office, which 
reached the French embassy yesterday, 
was in a damaged condition, a hole be- 
ing rent in one end large enough to 
permit a hand and arm to be inserted 
and the contents of the bag examined. 
Comparison of the contents with the offi- 
cial list of enclosures showed that noth- 
ing had been removed, and the seals 
on the various official communications 
were unbroken, probably because an 
inspection indicated that no funds were 
enclosed. The reports of late of the 
payment to Spain of $20,000,000 through 
the medium of the French embassy may 
have led to this mutilation of the French 
bag. The hole was too carefully made 
to be the result of an accident. 


Loyal Probably Lost. 

Seattle, Wash., May 10.—It now seems 
probable that the schooner Loyal, which 
sailed from Seattle one year ago for 
Kotzebue sound, Alaska, with 11 per- 
sons on board, has been lost. 


Youthful Gambler Comes to Grief. 

Boston, May 10.—Harry W. Drink- 
water, an 18-year-old clerk in the em- 
Ploy of Henry C. Moses, a wool dealer, 
Was arrested yesterday for the em- 
bezzlement from Mr. Moses of $170, all of 
which, he afterwards confessed, he had 
lost at poker. 


Tramp Printer’s Fate. 
Portsmouth, N. H., May 10.—Jeremlah 
Quinn, aged 41 years, a printer, who had 
traveled from town to town, was found 
dead in the York Harbor depot waiting 
room last night. It is supposed his 
Geath was caused by excessive drinking. 


Gasolene Stove Exploded. 

Wilder, Vt., May 10.—Mrs. James Wat- 
g0n was so seriously burned in their 
home last night that death resulted 
within two hours. One of their children 
was also seriously burned. The fire was 
the result of a gasolene stove explosion, 


Denial of Railroad Trust. 

Philadelphia, May 10.—The alleged 
Tailroad trust reported from Cleveland, 
in which the Pennsylvania railroad 
figures, was laughed at by the officials of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad company, 
who stated that the first they had heard 
of the combine was through the papers. 
One official said that the distribution of 
the roads was well laid out by whoever 
wrote the article, and that every railroad 
company was both willing and anxious 
to have the best connections available, 
but that a trust was all moonshine,

Energy Says Brooks Adams. 


srooks Adams, Esq., of this city 


was among the guests of the Sculptors | connect 


and Mural Painters at New York on 
Friday May 5, and the Sun prints this 
notable portion of his address: 

“ Whose hearts has not kindled with 
enthusiasm before the arch which tells 
us of the nations triumph or the column 
to commemorate the glory of the victor? 
These great works are as eloquent to 
us today as to the men who reared them - 
for they tell of passions which cannot 
be vulgarized, and they speak a lan- 
guage that shall never die. 

** Task you American artists, Have 
we no national life which fires your 
imagination and stirs your blood? I 
tell you this continent is quivering with 
an energy besides which the energy of 
Rome is as the shock of the galley to 
that of a battleship; I feel it is about 
me on every hand. Our people are 
possessed with a premonition of their 
destiny. 

‘**T was in Porto Ricco last February 
and one sultry morning, strolling upon 
the ramparts of San Juan, I fell upon 
aregiment of regular infantry at drill. 
I suppose three-quarters of that regi- 
ment were vo‘unteers of a few months’ 
service. They did not look like any 
troops I ever saw; they were rough 
fellows in blue shirts and slouch hats, 
and they did not line up as regularly 
as I have seen men doin Germany and 
England. But I watched them finish 
their parade, and as they marched off 
the ground, I knew that in all my life 
I had never felt such power. 

“Only the other day I travelled from 
Pittsburg to New York and from New 


York to Albany, and in this whole 
round globe there is no sight which 
can compare. That great artery 


through which throbs the life blood of 
this nation, is to what has existed 


elsewhere as the Hudson is to the 
Thames. We must accept the world 
as we find it. Probably mankind has 
lost the passionate devotion which 
created Chartres and Bourges; that 
magic instinct for form which was the 
heritage of the Greek has died; but 
one great emotion still remains to us, 
we have acountry, and we have the 
sense of power which made the dig- 
nity and majesty of Rome. That is 
the emotion which is destined, if we 
survive and flourish, to be the domi- 
nant instinct of our land. That 
tion sball, I trust, become incarnate 
through you.” 

Mr. Charles R. Lamb, who was re- 
sponsible for the idea of the joint din- 
ner, was called upon by the chair to 
explain why it was held, and in a 
single word emphasized the central 
thought of the dinner committee, 
‘“‘ Opportunity,” making the point that 
by the opportunities only which came 
to men in their lives was their record 
made important or not, and quite elec- 
trified his audience by making the 
simile that if the Spanish war just 
ended was to be fuught next year in- 
stead of last the name which springs 
voluntarily to our lips when we think 
of the heroes of that war would have 
been on the retired list of the navy, 
and Admiral George Dewey would not 
have gone down to posterity, as he 
will, equalin rank with Farragut and 
Nelson, thus emphasizing the fact that 
the opportunity is necessary for the 
man to prove himself. He followed it 
by pertinent examples of the work of 
Augustus St. Gaudens, Mr. Daniel 
French, and both Presidents, Mr. J. 
Q. A. Ward and Mr. John La Farge.

Dr. Wiley, the government expert, who

Our Coal of Superior Quality. 

Washington, May 11.—The French gov- 
ernment is making inquiries as to Ameri- 
can coal with a view to adapting it for 
the use Of the French navy. Lieutenant 
De Faramond, the naval attache of the 
Frennch embassy here, was ordered to 
examine the coal now In use on Amer!i- 
can warships and, having completed his 
inquirles, is now preparing a favorable 
report to the French admiralty.

The hearing on the charges against 
Inspector of Plumbing Keniley

at Wollaston Park. He had examined 
the Parker house and found that the 
vertical soil pipe entered the trap. 

In answer to questions by Lawyer 
McAnarney he said he  had_ heard 
parties talking about it and went up to 


see for himself. The reason he filed 
the complaint was because he found 
the ordinance had been violated. He 


had not looked at any other houses to 
see if ordinance had 
with.

When questioned further he said he 
had heard Mr. Bates and Mr. Went- 
worth talk about the house.

shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The FEE for every license shall be TWO 
DOLLARS fora Male dog and FIVE DOL- 


LARS for a Female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit FIFTEEN 
DOLLARS, five dollars of which shall be paid 
to the complainant and ten dollars to the treas- 
urer of the county in which the dog is kept. 


Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
license authorizing him to keep such dogs upon 
the premises described in such license. When 
the number of dogs so kept does not exceed 
five, the fee for such license shall be TWENTY- 
FIVE DOLLARS; when the number of dogs

The Labor World. 

Dover, N. H., May 12.—All the weavers 
{fn the Cocheco mills who have been out 
on strike have voted to return to work 
on Monday, the action being taken after 
a conference between their representa- 
tives and Agent Fishofthemill. Atthe 
conference Agent Fish submitted a letter 
from the company, saying that the right 
was reserved of hiring or discharging 
any one the company saw fit. Thecom- 
pany further states that all the weavers 

-may return to their looms on Monday, 
and those who were employed in No. 4 
mill, where the looms are being taken 
out, will be supplied with other ma- 
chines. The fact that the men belong to 
any labor organization will not be 
deemed a sufficient cause for dismissal 

Norwich, Conn., May.12.—The long 
drawn out strike at the Ponemah mills, 
Taftville, is about to be ended. Of the 
1500 employes who went out on a strike 
more than 400 are now at work, and ad- 
ditions to the number are being daily 
received. Fifty hands presented them- 
selves for work yesterday and were ac- 
cepted. Most of the returning work- 
ers are non-union men, and the union 
men will not discuss the situation. The 
strike has not been a nottable one, in- 
asmuch as there has not been the slight- 
est disturbance on the part of the 
operatives, and no attempt has been 
made to interfere with the non-union 
help that have returned to work, 

Worcester, Mass., May 12.—The Rice, 
Barton & Fales foundry, which is one 
of those affected by the molders’ strike, 
started up yesterday with non-union 
laborers, but no opposition was made 
by the strikers. Police were on duty 
around the works all day. 


Stirring Up Strife. 

Havana, May 12.—The Cuban papers, 
La Discusion and El Reconcentrado, 
seem determined to cause trouble. The 
former, in a bitter editorial, declares that 
the payment of $75 for an exchange of 
arms is merely an attempt to place the 
Cubans in the power of the Americans. 
The article, which is believed to be in- 
spired by Manuel Sanguilly, says: 
“These traitors have caused all the com- 
plications which have placed our coun- 
try in the existing conditions, conditions 
that, if continued longer, will cause 
ferocious and bloody strife between the 
Cubans and Americans.”

A Saturday half holiday is regarded 
asa pretty good thing in Massachu- 
setts, but it seems there is a limit, for 
at St. George, N. B., fifty granite cut- 
ters and polishers at the works of Epps, 
Dodds & Co. are on strike. The strike 
was caused by the decision of the 
owners to stop work on Saturday dur- 
ing the summer. 


While the discovery of revolvers not 
far from the residence of Mr. John 
Shaw may strengthen the theory that 
the man escorted to the lockup by 
Officer Larkin was the pal of the dead 
burglar, the solution of the killing is 
no nearer at hand than at the time.

An 
annual rental in itself would be ali 
right, but where assessments have 
been adopted a change is impossible. 
Under the assessment system the sewer 
is more generally used. 


The property holders of Quincy are 
pretty sure to get good plumbing jobs, 
if the requirements of the new ordi- 
bance are what they should be, so 
long as everybody is watching the 
inspector of plumbing, and holding 
him strictly to account. There are 
cases, however, where some little 
deviations from. the set rules would be 
more satisfactory to all concerned. 
While this warfare continues property 
holders will be put to unnecessary ex- 
pense, and bills of the plumbers are 
always large enough. 


When a contest for a 


party nom- 
ination for office can be conducted 
without engendering hard feeling 


within the party, the voters in gen 
eral wil! be better pleased with the 
nomination made, and the best man 
will usually be nominated. For this 
reason many di not object toa contest 
between Lieutenant Governor Crane 
and Attorney General Knowlton for 
the Republican nomination for Gover- 
nor of Massachusetts this fall. But 
Mr. Crane, who was first in the field, 
was looked upon as the logical candi- 
date, aud the announcement of Mr. 
Knowlton’s candidacy did not secure 
the support anticipated by that gentle- 
man.

North and South United In Battle 
Against a Foreign Foe, 


Cuba Should Become a Part 
of United States. 


An Interesting Address by General Wheeler at 
the Confederate Reunion. 


Charleston, May 12.—The Confederate 
veterans held but one session yesterday, 
which shortly after noon gave way to the 
Winnie Davis memorial exercises, at 
the conclusion of which an adjournment 
until today was taken. The announce- 
ment that General Joseph Wheeler was 
to speak filled the Auditorium, and the 
hero of two wars was given a rousing re- 


ception by the immense audience. His 
speech, in part, follows: 
“The history of our country, when 


compared with that of all the eras that 
have preceded us, shows that our civil- 
ization has produced the highest class of 
men and_the noblest type of soldiers. 
Defeat but exasperates, adding desper- 
ation to vigor and energy to determined 
resolve. It was the teaching of fathers 
and mothers who fied from the oppres- 
sion of caste and class, braved the un- 
fathomed ocean and landed upon these 
shores, confronted by wild beasts and 
Savage Indians that the highest honor 
and greatest privilege was to fight for 
country, its safety and its honor. Ifthe 
people of the north excel in some quali- 
ties, it is also true that those of the 
south excel in others. It has been said 
that tenacity of purpose, thrift and per- 
severance predominated in the northern 
character. This may probably be so, 
but it also is true that other character- 
istics are more noticeable among the 
people of the south.” 

General Wheeler declared that the 
military history of the southern people 
has been a prominent feature in history 
from the first settlement of this country. 
He cited Washington and the other 
southern commanders of the Revolution, 
Winfield Scott and Andrew Jackson and 
the other heroes of the war with Mexico, 
and then passing to the war between the 
states, he said: 

“In the greatest battles of the Civil 
war, you contended with men of endur- 
ance, fortitude and courage; men with 
the same birthright of freedom, imbued 
with the same spirit of liberty; men who 
were as conscientiously contending for 
what they deemed the right of the fed- 
eral government, as you for what you 
just as firmly held to be yourrights. It 
was a war fought to settle questions that 
for more than half a century had been 
matters of the most earnest, and I might 
say -bitter contentions, Increasing in in- 
tensity, until an appeal to the God of 
Battles was rendered inevitable so that 
No arbitrament save that of the sword 
was possible. When the south yielded, 
it was to the unlimited resources of the 
federal government. 

“The armies of the south lafd down 
their arms, but not one iota of their belief 
in the truth and justice of their cause 
did they surrender. With energy and 
determination they met the new prob- 
lems confronting them. Above the | 
carnage, above the wail of widows and 
the cry of orphans, above the desolated 
homes, above the flelds overgrown with 
new forests, there arose a new civiliza- 
tion and a new union, one niche in whose 
temple holds a figure whose name shall 
be honored throughout the ages. Lee, 
whose matchless skill, whose soldierly 
spirit, whose wonderful endurance, was 
only equalled by the grandeur of soil 
which accepted the fiat of war, lived out 
to its full close, the noblest life recorded 
in all history for the admiration of pos- 
terity. The lifetime of a generation has 
softened the memories of that conflict, 
and side by side, both north and south 
have stood together in battle againsta 
foreign foe.” 

General Wheeler touched upon the 
question of expansion by declaring that 
southern soldiers and southern states- 
men had ever taken a prominent part 
in all movements looking to the enlarge- 
ment of ourterritory. “History for all 
time,” he said, “will record that it was 
under southern presidents that we have 
wrested from the wild Indians the great- 
er part of the 822,388 square miles which 
lay between our thin lines of settlement 
on the ocean and the Mississippi river; 
and under southern presidents that we 
have added té this domain an area nine 
times as great as the present area of the 
13 original states. It is a matter in 
which the southern people may well take 
pride that during ali the great progress 
and advancement of our country, in- 
cluding the armed contest of last year, 
and which I am glad to say now appears 
to be happily ended, no section of our 
land has been more devoted to the cause 
of our country and to upholding its 
honor and prestige than the people of 
the southern states, 

“The position in which the American 
people find themselves today was not 
sought by them, but {is the logical re- 
sult of conditions thrust upon the coun- | 
try by a course of events beyond our 
control. If it be said they were el 
seen and predicted, it must also be ad- | 
mitted that no power in our grasp could} 
have stayed the tide, and now we stand 
before the gaze of civilization confronted 
by grave responsibilities. The supreme 
test of American Institutions is involved, 
and the American system of government |} 
is on trial. 

“If there be any who contend that we 
should not permit the island of Cuba to! 
become a part of the United States, and! 
the people, if they desire it, to enjoy all! 
the rights of American citizenship, I 
have Only to point to the official declara- 
tions of our great statesmen, commenc- | 
ing with Thomas Jefferson and running! 
through almost the entire period of the! 
first half of this century. During that 
period our honored statesmen and presi- 
dents, from Jefferson to Buchanan, laid 
down in their messages and state docu-| 
ments the imperative necessity of mak- 
ing the pearl of the Antilles a part of 
the United States.” |

Bishop Hood Thinks Peculiar Polltics Is at the 
‘Bottom of Southern Lynchings. 

New York, May 12—At the Afro-)| 
American M. E. conference, in session 
here yesterday, Right Rev. J. W. Hood, 
D. D., presiding bishop of the New York 
annual conference, delivered the annual | 
address, taking as his subject, “The 
State of the Country.” In the course of 
his remarks, the bishop referred to the 
recent lynchings in the south. He said: 

“I boldly assert that these outrages 
originate in the deep-seated race hatred 
in the communities where they occur. 
If there are black men so beastly as to be 
guilty of the horrid crime of which they 
often charged, that is no excuse for the 
lynching, because in any clear case 
against the black man punishment is 
certain and swift by legal process. 
There are no vexatious delays In his case. 
I am entirely satisfied that some have) 
been legally put to death who were in- 
nocent of the crime. If the negro es- 
capes he must prove himself innocent | 
beyond the shadow ofadoubt. Iamen- 
tirely satisfied that in some cases the 
crime charged had no foundation in fact, | 
but was made up for the purpose of 
justifying the race hate. 

“A peculiar kind of politics is at the 
bottom of nearly all these outrages— 
politics which has for its purpose the) 
denial to the black man of the civil and | 
political rights which are enjoyed by 
others. In most cases the pretense that 
there is any other cause for them isa 
sham, a deception, a fraud.”

[Extracts from the Laws of this Commonwealth.] 

Every owner or keeper of a dog of three 
months old or over, shall anoually on or before 
the THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause it 
to be REGISTERED, NUMBERED, DE- 
SCRIBED and LICENSED for one year from 
the first day of the ensuing May, in the office of 
the Clerk of the city or town wherein said dog is 
kept, and shall canse it to wear around its neck 
acollar distinctly marked with the owner’s name 
and its registered number, 

, Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The FEE for every license shall be TWO 
DOLLARS fora Male dog and FIVE DOL- 
LARS for a Female dog. 


_Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit FIFTEEN 
DOLLARS, five dollars of which shall be paid 
to the complainant and ten dollars to the treas- 
urer of the county in which the dog is kept. 


._ Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breed- 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
license authorizing him to keep such dogs upon 
the premises described in such license. When

: the tee for such license shall be TWENTY- 
FIVE DOLLARS; when the number of dogs 
so kept exceeds five, the fee shall be FIFTY

The Sociali-tic lecture of Mrs. Lease 
last evening recalls an essay on 
‘* Building Up and Pulling Down,” 
which makes interesting points, viz : 

In every community are two classes, 
constructionists and destructionisis. 
One builds ; the other destroys. One 
is the element of progress ; the other 
of stagnation. The predominance of 
one of the other determines the charac- 
ter and fixes the destiny of the com- 
munity. The destroyers have much 
the lightest job. Building is difficult ; 
pulling down easy. Templeof Diana 
was years in building ; a fool destroyed 
it in a night. A cow kicked over a 
lamp and destroyed Chicago. The 
very existence and growth of the city 
in which we live are an illustration of 
the dominance of the progressive over 


the retrogressive. Every educational 
institution, every public improvement 
it contains is a monument to the 
signal triumph of public spirit, and the 
result of some tierce struggle between 
enterprise and obstruction. If there 
ever was a people who should be in- 
spired by the genius of progress it 
should be one which enjoys in such 
rich degree its achievements 

There is nodenying that with many 
pulling down is popular.

A covenant is a mutual compact be- 
tween two or more persons. Abraham 
and Abinelech madeacovenant. Joshua 
made a covenant with the people. Jona- 
than and David made a covenant. The 
covenunts of God with man practically 
partake of the same characteristics. It 
is obvious, however, that in any cove- 
nant between God and man God must 
make the initial movement. God agrees 
or pledges Himself to do certain things 
dependent upon certain action by man. 
In the covenant of works He promised 
man eternal life on condition of perfect 
obedience. In the covenant of grace He 
promises to man eternal life, dependent 
upon man’s faith in Christ. God’s cove- 
nant has been essentially the same in 
all ages, though its form has been con- 
stantly changing to suit the changed 
conditions of human life.

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AWAKENING OF CHINA. 


Wonderful Development Since 
the War With Japan. 


VALUE OF RECENT OONOESSIONS. 


Factories 


Established, Railroads 
Constructed and Mines Opened, 
Richest Portions of 


the Empire 
Thrown Open to Foreigners—Ex- 
tension of Privileges. 


Recent statements indicating an 
agreement between the English and Rus- 
sian governments touching their future 
course with reference to the trade of 
certain sections of China lend interest 
to a publication just issued by the 
treasury bureau of statistics entitled 
“Commercial China In 1899.’' This 
document, as its name indicates, pre- 
sents a careful survey of present com- 
mercial conditions in China, showing 
the situation of railway lines, naviga- 
ble waterways now opened to the com- 
merce of the world, the treaty ports, 
which are the commercial doorways of 
China, and steamship and cable lines. 

The imports and experts in the last 
quarter of a century are shown in de- 
tail, with the growth of demand for 
each of the important articles, the 
principal countries from which they 
have been drawn, and the growth of 
the commerce between China and the 


United States, especially the sales by | 


the people of the United States to those 
of China. 

A part of this publication which dis- 
cusses the commerce of the Yang-tse- 
Kiang and West river valleys is of 
especial] interest because of the recently 
published assertion that an agreement 
has been made between the British and 
Russian governments by which Russia 
confines her commercial ambitions, for 
the present at least, in northern China. 

The valleys of the Yang-tse-Kiang 
and West river, which occupy central 
and southern China, are shown by this 
report to be the great commercial sec- 
tion of the empire, and their impor- 
tance has been greatly increased by re- 
cent events. One of these is an agree- 
ment by the Chinese government that 
no section of the Yang-tse valley shall 
be ‘‘alienated’’ to any foreign govern- 
ment so far as relates to trade privi- 
leges, while another of equal impor- 
tance is the opening of the West river 
to the commerce of all nations, free from 
any ‘‘alienation’’ or special privileges 
to any. 

That the Yang-tse and West river 
valleys are by far the most important 
part ef China from a commercial point 
of view is apparent. Two-thirds of the 
foreign commerce of China 
through Shanghai, at the mouth of the 
Yang-tse, which is the Mississippi river 
of China. The Yang-tse extends west- 
wardly from the Pacific to the extrems 


passes 


boundary of the empire proper and pen- | 


etrates an extremely fertile, productive 
and densely populated area. 

Next in importance to Shanghai, 
from a commercial point of view, are 
Canton and the British possession of 
Hongkong. which is adjacent to Can- 
ton, both of them being practically at 
the mouth of the West river, which is 
also an extremely important waterway 
and route of commerce to the interior. 

A recent edict by the Chinese govern- 
ment adds greatly to the importance of 
these two rivers. This edict permits 
foreign steam vessels 
navigable waters of practically all in- 
land streams, this privilege being ex- 
tended to small steam which 
may go to the head of navigation in all 
treaty port provinces. Another edict 
recently issned permits foreigners to 
visit all parts of the empire for business 
or trade purposes. 

The importance of these three agree- 
ments, by which the commerce of the 
Yang-tse and West river valleys re- 
mains open to all nations desiring to 
compete for it, by which foreign steam 
vessels may penetrate for business pur- 
poses to the head of navigation on these 
and other streams, carrying with them 
foreigners for pleasure or business pur- 
poses, and by which foreign manufac- 
tures and the machinery which makes 
them are much more freely admitted 
than formerly, can scarcely be over- 
rated. Commenting on the rapid devel- 
opment of events in China, the publica- 
tion of the bureau of statistics says: 

“The more rapid development of the 
privileges of foreigners in China and of 
the introduction of modern commercial 
methods dates from the treaty of Shi- 
monoseki, made between China and 
Japan in 1895, at the close of the war 
between those nations, and followed by 
a commercial treaty in 1896. The im- 
portant features of these treaties were 
that they opened the waters of the prin- 
cipal rivers and canals to the citizens 
of other nations, giving foreigners the 
right to purchase goods or produce in 
the interior of China, to rent ware- 
houses without the payment of special 
zaxes or exactions and to engage freely 
in all kinds of manufacturing indus- 
tries in the treaty ports; also to import 
all kinds of machinery, paying only the 
stipulated import duties thereon, and 
on products manufactured by them in 
China paying only such inland transit 
dues as are leviable on imported mer- 
chandise (the latter provision having 
been somewhat modified, however, by 
the commercial treaty). While the 
China-Japan treaty specifically confer- 
red these privileges only on Japanese

subjects, they at once became applicable | 


to the subjects of other nations baving 
full treaty relations with China under 
the ‘most favored nation’ principle. 
“The prompt result of this was a 
movement from all parts of the busi- 
ness world in the direction of China 
and the establishment of business and 
manufacturing industries not only in 
the old treaty ports, but in the new 
ones which were opened by the Japa- 


to ply on the | 


nese treaty and by subsequent action of 
the Chinese government. This was fol- 
lowed by other evidences of a disposi- 
tion to adopt modern methods. The 
railroad from Peking to Tien-tsin was 
quickly completed by the Chinese goy- 
ernment, and agreements were made 
looking to the construction by foreign 
capital of other lines thousands of miles 
in length; telegraphs were extended, 
electric roads and lights introduced in 
the principal cities, mining and mann- 
facturing concessions freely granted; 
the West river, which penetrates south- 
ern China from Canton westward, was 
opened to commerce, and finally per- 
mission was given for small steamboats 
to penetrate to the interior limits of 
navigation on all the rivers of the prov- 
inces containing treaty ports. The ef- 
fect of this is already seen in the estab- 
lishment of factories and business 
houses, the construction of railroads, 
the extension and multiplication of 
steam navigation lines and the opening | 
of mines in the great sections where | 
the iron and coal deposits are said to be 
the greatest in the known world.”’

Easy to Build, Neat In Appearance 
and Costs Little.

Barns and other outbuildings are often 


very unsatisfactory and unsightly append- 


ages to country homes. They are apt to be 


too conspicuous, to look cheap and tawdry, 


and soinjure the general appearance of 


the residence they are connected with. My 


idea of such structures is that they should 
either follow the style of the house or be 


in a contrasting and yet harmonizing 
style and that they should be nicely paint- 
ed and trimmed, so that they will not seem 
like blots on the landscape. 

Small stables and like structures may 
be both cheap and picturesque, but as 
great care ought to be taken in their make 
up as in that of a house. For such build- 
ings simple lines and forms are preferable. 
A plain square form is the roomiest. Avoid 
corners, angles and breaks. These are 
costly, hard to handle and eat up space to

no advantage. For the floors nothing is so 
good as cement. First fill in the space 
about three to four inches deep with ashes. 
Ram and tamp in solid with water and 
work in a little sand and cement on top, 
just enough to set and knit the ashes to- 
gether and form a foundation for the fin- 
ished surface to adhere to. Then put in 
about three inches of top finish, composed 
of five parts of broken stone or gravel, 
three parts of sharp sand and one part of 
portland cement. Let these be mixed in 
& water tight box. First mix by turning 
over twice while dry; then add water and 
mix twice again; then fill in your floor 
space and put itdown solid, true and firm, 
with a wooden hand float or rammer. 
While it is still green go over it in squares

Miller decided that he must have 
some sort of a representative to take 
his place at the cell door when the in- 
spection was made, and he decided to 
manufacture a dummy. The dummy 
must have a head, and, what was hard- 
est of all, the head must have features 
that sufficiently resembled those of 
Convict Miller to deceive a guard stand- 
ing not more than two feet away. 

To solve this difficulty Convict Miller 
hit upon the device of making a plaster 
of paris mask of his own face, and to 
do this he set about getting together 
some plaster of paris. This was not so 
very difficult. The article is kept in the 
jobbing room, and several convicts have 
access to it. One of these Miller took 
into his confidence to a certain extent 
and soon had several pounds of the ma- 
terial. He knew he must have grease on 
his face when he applied the plaster, 
and this he obtained by getting vaseline 
from the apothecary shop from time te 
time on various pretexts and carefully 
hoarding it. 

When all was ready, he mixed the 
plaster of paris in his cell wash kettle 
with water and worked it to about the 
proper consistency. Then he pressed 
his greased face down into the mass, 
leaving a well defined mold. Next he 
scraped the vaseline from his face, and 
with that and what he had left greased 
the mold itself. Into this he pressed 
more moistened plaster of paris, and 
when he lifted the cast away the result 
was a perfect reproduction of the fea- 
tures of Convict Miller.

CHURCH FOR PORTO RICO. 


Bishop McLaren of Chicago to Or- 
xanize One In San Juan, 
Chicago claims the honor of estab- 


lishing the first Episcopal church in 
the West Indies. The first congregation 
of this denomination in Uncle Sam’s 
new possessions will be formally organ- 
|ized at San Juan, Porto Rico, with a 
| membership of 36. Bishop McLaren of 
| the Chicago diocese recently forwarded 
‘to San Juan documents authorizing the 
establishment of an Episcopal church 
|in that city and appointed the Rev. 
| George B. Pratt to assume charge of 
the new congregation as rector. 

Mr. Pratt was formerly assistant rec- 
tor of the Church of the Epiphany, 
Chicago, and is now in Porto Rico, en- 
gaged in religious work. He left the 
United States last February as the per- 
eonal agent of Bishop McLaren, with 
instructions to visit Porto Rico and the 
adjacent islands for the purpose of mak- 
ing a careful eurvey of the field. He 
has since sent a number of favorable 
reports to the bishop on the outlook in 
the island and made strong recom- 
| mendations for active missionary work 
among the natives. 

As the result of his efforts Bishop 
McLaren several days ago received a 
petition signed by 86 residents of San 
Juan asking to have a church founded 
in that city and pledging $800 a year 
toward defraying the expense of the 
undertaking. Major General Guy 
Henry, the military governor of the 
island, was the first to sign the peti- 
tion. Among the other signers are Colo- 
nel J. W. Russey, Major George W. 
Fishback, Captain Charles F. Mason, 
Major L. Breckemann, William Faw- 
cett Smith, Paul C. Hulton, U. S. A., 
Carl R. Meltz, Captain H. A. Reed, 
Dora W. Hogan, Maria MacCornish 
and Bertha Zahn. 

Last Easter morning a number of 
army officers and merchants gathered 
at a private dwelling in San Juan to 
| worship, and at the conclusion of the 
service those present decided to found 
achurch. It was decided to name it 
the Church of St. John the Baptist. 
The decision to found the church and 
send Mr. Pratt from Chicago as the 
first rector is the result.—Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

Good Afternoon. 


The Unity club of Wollaston, which 
has just closed its sixth season, well 
may be proud of the interest it has 
aroused throughout the city in all that 
pertains to literature. There is hardly 
a ward but what shows the imprint of 
its work in the starting of similar or- 
ganizations. 


There is quite alittle complaint at 
the rowdyism which takes place on the 
westerly slope of Third hill, near 
Adams street, on Sundays. All day 
long, from the early forenoon until 
evening the place is infested by a gang 
of hoodlums who divide their time be- 
tween playing cards and insulting 
passers-by. This seems to be a good 
opportunity for our police to do a little 
missionary work on the Sabbath. 


There are today attending the public 
schools of Quincy 4,700 pupils. The 
school attendance increases at the rate 
of 200 per year, which means a new 
eight-room school building every two 
years, in order to provide the necessary 
accommodations. In view of the fact 
that the city has added no new build- 
ings since 1896, when the Gridley Bry- 
ant and Massachusetts Fields buildings 
were erected, it is not surprising that 
the School Committee come forward 
now with pressing needs. Perhaps it 
was the economy of the School Com- 
mittee which recommended a_ small 
woodén building for Ward One, while 
all the sckool buildings which the city 
has erected are of brick. If there is 
any part of Quincy which should have 
large brick buildings, it is the business 
centre. We would suggest that the 
Lincoln -school be used wholly for 
primary grades, and in view of the 
report of Superintendent Lull relative 
to supervision by principals that it be 
placed under the principal of the 
Adams or John Hancock schools. 
There are inthe eighth grade of the 
Lincoln and John Hancock but 50 
scholars, who could be united. The 
erection of one building of eight or 
nine rooms in the Cranch Hill district 
would then relieve the John Hancock 
and Adams and provide for the gram- 
mar pupiis from the Lincoln, and also 
relieve the Coddington building. No 
six-room wooden school building 
should be erected ia Ward One,

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MORE SCHOOLS. 


School Committee Recom- 
mend Two Buildings. . 


Also That the Old High 
Be Put in Readiness. 


Would Also Purchase Land at 
Quincy Point. 


The School Committee held an im- 
portant meeting Saturday evening at 
which the matter of school accommo- 
dation was considered and steps taken 
looking to the relief of the districts 
that are now overcrowed. Some few 
weeks ago a special committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the subject, and 
at Saturday night’s meeting made its 
report which was as follows: 

‘‘In the original Lincoln district 
bounded by the tracks of the N. Y., 
N. H. & H. R. R., by the electric car 
tracks in Water and Copeland streets, 
and by a line drawn through the centre 
of Station streetto Copeland, opposite 
Buckley, there are at the present time 
619 pupils. Of these 119 are in the 
Willard school; 75 in the John Han- 
cock school; and 34 in the Adams 
school. 

In the present eontracted bounds 
there are in the Lincoln school 391 
pupils. Of these only 59 live north 
of aline drawn from the junction of 
Albertina street with Centre, through 
the centre of Brooks avenue to its 
junction with Brooks road. 

If all of the pupils in the three 
schools mentioned—Willard, John Han- 
cock and Adams—who live in the Lin- 
coln district should be housed in their 
own district, they would fill four and 
one-half rooms of 50 pupils each, and 
the Willard, John Hancock and Adams 
school would be relieved by the num- 
bers stated above: viz 228. The separ- 
ation of the seventh and eighth grades 
would require another room, 

There are the John 
school 137 pupils who live in the 
Cranch hill district east of Quarry 
street. Of this number 99 pupils live 
in the Cranch hill district east of 
Parker street. 

In the Coddington school there are 
12 pupils whocross the N. Y. N. WH. & 
H. R. R., and therefore live in the 
Cranch hill district. 

There are in the Coddington school 
91 pupils who live on Union street and 
Pond street, or east or southeast of the 
same. 

‘“‘There are in the Adams school 131 
pupils who live south of Water street 
and east of Quincy avenue. 

‘“‘There are in the High school 370 
pupils; 85 will graduate in June; prob- 
ably 60 others will not return in Sep- 
tember, leaving 225 pupils. In the 
graduating classes of the grammar 
schools there are 327 pupils. Last 
year 70 per cent. entered the High 
school. If the same per cent. enters 
this year, the class will number 230, 
making atctal of 455. There ought 
not to be more than 350 pupils in the 
new High school building. 

‘*In the business course in September 
there will probably be 90 pupils in the 
entering class and 50 in the second 
year class. 

‘‘Your committee therefore submit 
the following recommendations, and 
believe that the accommodations pro- 
vided will meet the wants of the school 
population for at least two years. In 
the Washington district, should the 
Council purchase the land, the needs in 
that district should be met not later 
than 1900. °’ 

The above report was accepted. The 
several recommendations were then 
taken up separately and acted upon. 
There was but little discussion upon 
any of them, and they were passed as 
reported. On the recommendation 
relative to the purchase of land in the 
Washington school district, Mr. Page 
thought it useless to recommend the 
purchase of land aud nota building. 
He could not see how anything would 
be gained. 

Mr. Smith said the ventilation and 
light at the Washington school was very 
bad, and he would like to seea new 
building recommended. There was a 
strong sentiment for the building to 
remain on the present site, 

Miss Adams knew personally of 
cases where the health and nerves of 
pupils had suffered by attending the 
Washington school. 

Dr. Hallowell said the idea in not 
recommending a building was so as not 
interfere with obtaining the 
absolutely needed accommodations 
elsewhere, 

The proposition to buy land brings 
out the point that the School Com- 
mittee want a new building there. 

The chairman was requested to 
present the recommendations, which 
were as follows, to the City Council: 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

First: That the lot east of the 
present Lincoln school lot, bounded by 
Brooks avenue, Taber and Intervale 
| streets, and containing about 16,000 
square feet, be purchased. 

Second: That an eight-room school 
building of brick be erected on the lot 
proposed to be purchased, and tbat not

To 
this they recommended no reduction 
in the salaries of teachers or 
be made, but that the amount 
mated for evening schvols be cut $225; 
for transportation $75; for books and 
supplies, $300 and for coal $1500. It 
was stated that the amount for evening 
schools with the cut was the same as 
the amount last year, and in order to 
increase the of the 
schools there would be but one school 
instead of The report 
adopted.

Ordination of Professor Briggs In 
New York Pro-(athedral. 


Much-Talked-of Protests Did 
Not Materialize. 


Ceremonies Were Hurried Through and Devoid 
of Sensational Features. 


New York, May 15.—The ordinatlorw of 
Professor C. A. Briggs, D. D., took place 
yesterday at the hands of Bishop Potter 
in the pro-cathedral of the Protestant 
Episcopal church. Dr. Briggs, who 
was found guilty of heresy by the Pres- | 
byterian assembly, was ordained to- 
gether with Rey. Charles A. Snedeker. 

Thvse who expected from the great 
outcry of the past three weeks some sen- 
sational features were disappointed. 
There was no scene, no excitement and 
no protest was filed either beginning, 
during or at the close of the ordination. 
One would imagine that it was the ordin- 
ation of two average priests. 

There was nothing notable in the ser- 
mon preached by Rev. Dr. George Doug- 
lass to attract attention. The most 
radical statement in the whole sermon 
Was mild, such as “intellectual paralysis 
is not an attribute of the church of God, 
but intellectual faith is.” 

Rev. Dr. Douglass disecursed on “Au- 
thority,”’ taking his text from the 2lst 
chapter of St. Matthew, 23 verse. His 
line of thought was that ove in order to 
be an authority mus< live up to the 
word of God as we" as to preach ic. 

The cer ™™-e very long, com- 
mencing , o'clock and continuing 
until late in the aftc. :von. If anything | 
the services were burried a little, and 
the general communion which followed 
the communion of the postulants or can- 
didates tended to extend the time. ‘The 
church cannot seat more than 500 people, 
and there was about twice that number 
sitting and standing. 

Bishop Potter was asked what he had 
to say preliminary to the ceremonies. He 
said he had no notice of protest and had 
received no protest. He smiled at the 
thought of any of the objecting clergy- 
men appearing in the church and mak- 
ing a scene. He, however, said that he 
had received a letter from a layman pro- 
testing against the ordination of Dr. 
Briggs, and this letter was written 
under a misapprehension of the facts 
and law, he had answered. He did not 
desire to give the name of the layman 
who, he said, was high upin the councils 
of the church. Inasmuch as the letter | 
he himself had written in answer to it 
Was genera! in its nature, and set forth 
his position, he had no objection to mak- |

ing it public. 

Rey. Dr. Briggs was somewhat nerv- 
ous, though he did not betray it in the 
church during the ceremonies. There 
Was a semblance of nervousness in all 
the celebrants. There seemed to be a 
tendency to hurry through the cere- 
monies. The church was not decorated. 
Only a few potted plants and a few lilies 
were in the chancel. 

Precisely at 10:30 the organist began 
an organ voluntary. He had scarcely 
finished it when the opening strains of | 
the processional were heard. The usual 
order was observed in the processional. 
After the choir came the vicar, Rev. Dr. 
Paddock, then the candidates, Rev. Drs. 
Briggs and Snedeker, their sponsors, 
Rev. Drs. Smith and Nelson and Osborne, 
and lastly the bishop. Rev. Dr. Briggs 
wore the stole of academical decree, as 
also did Rev. Dr. Snedeker. Bishop 
Potter wore his usual vestments. 

The congregation stood as the proces- 
sional was being gone through with. The 
candidates and their sponsors took seats 
which had been placed in a row in front! 
of the chancel. Bishop Potter took a 
seat near the} holy table and Rey. Dr. 
George William Dougless, who was to 
deliver the ordination sermon, Rev. Dr. 
Osborne and the presbyters took seats 
on either side of the chancel. Rev. Dr. 
Douglass is an occasional preacher in 
Grace church, which was offered by the 

tev. Dr. Huntington for the ordination. 
He lives in Tuxedo Park, N. J. 

A simple service, acc ording to the 
Episcopal! church, was gone through and 
then the rites of ordination in accordance 
with “the form and manner of ordering 
priests” was begun.

Douglass delivered his sermon.

Then followed the laying on of the 
hands of the bishop and the presbyters !

EXPERIENCE IN THE KLONDIKE 
May Have Unbalanced the Mind of a Man Who 
Tried to Drown Himself. 

Lynn., Mass., May 15.—One of the 
most unique attempts at suicide in the 
police annals of this city occurred in 
the police station yesterday afternoon, 
when Thomas West, a returned Klon- 
diker, tried to drown himself in his cell. 
When removed by Sergeant Andrew 
6. Beesom from the bowl in which he 
sought death, he was in a semi-con- 
scious condition, and when he came to 
battled vigorously with those intent on 
saving his life. 

West, who says his home ts in the 
provinces, came to Lynn about a wee k 
ago, and was arrested for drunkenness. 
Delirium tremens developed, and he was 
sent to a hospital, from which he was 
discharged as cured yesterday morning, 
and returned to the lockup to appear in 
court this morning. 

According to his story he accumu- 
lated considerable money in the fishing 
business, sailing out of Gloucester and 
from T wharf, Boston, since the begin- 
ning of the fish war, leaving his seines 
when the Klondike boom developed. He 
got no farther than Juneau, where he 
fell in with confidence men, who got his 
outfit and most of his money, leaving 
him barely enough to make his way 
back to St. John, N. B., where he dis- 
posed of some little property that had 
been left him. There he was very de- 
spondent, and started on a debauch a 
month ago, which ended with his arrest 
here. 

He will be examined as to his sanity, 
and if found to be insane will be sent to 
the Danvers asylum.

In the Battle Near Apia With Ameri- 
ean and British Seamen. 


Situation For the Whites Was 
Most Unfavorable. 


Portion of Admiral Kautz’s Report Made Public 


by Secretary Long. 
> 


Washington, May 16—So much of a 
recent report from Admiral Kautz, upon 
Samoan affairs as touches the killing of 
a number of American sailors by Mat- 
aafa's adherents, near Apia, on April 1 
has been made public by Secretary Long. 
The report is an elaboration of the de- 
scription of the affair cabled at the time 
from Auckland. 

Admiral Kautz says the expedition was 
Projected by Captain Sturdee of the 
Porpolse. For several nights preceding 
the sentries had been fired upon by the 
natives, and it became necessary to drive 
the aggressors away. Admiral Kautz 
says that it was the opinion of all the 
Officers who had the matter in charge 
that the force was ample to do the work 
without pisk. It is safe to say, says the 
admiral, that after Lieutenants Free- 
man and Lansdale had conferred to- 
gether they did what they deemed best 
under the circumstances, and the disas- 
ter that followed could not be foreseen. 

Admiral Kautz appends the reports of 
the surviving officers of the expedition, 
which were transmitted by Captain 
White of the Philadelphia. In his letter 
of transmittal the captain commends in 
the strongest terms the work of Passed 
Assistant Surgeon Lung. Hesays: “At 
times when the fire from the concealed 
natives was thickest and at all times, by 
his example, he encouraged the young 
and inexperienced men to the proper per- 
formance of duty. On the completion of 
the work of his profession he assumed 
command of our bluejackets and 
marched them to the United States con- 
sulate.” 

Captain White describes at some length 
the happenings of April 1 as gathered 
from examination of the petty officers 
and men engaged in the fight. He says 
that several excursions had been made 
into the beach back of Apia during the 
last 10 daysof March. Very few natives 
had been observed, and when seen they 
always fled when fired upon by the Colt 
automatic gun. Lieutenant Lansdale 
eet great store by the gun and frequently 
Operated it himself. Says Captain 
White: 

“He appears to have depended greatly 
upon the gun when the party was am- 
bushed on Aprill. Twice it did not func- 
tion, and time was fost in overhauling 
it and great delay consumed in trying to 
get it through the wire fence. 

“Lieutenant Lansdale was loath to 
abandon it, but the fire was so galling 
that before he was wounded he was com- 
pelled to scatter the important parts and 
leave it behind. Prudence led him to de- 
ploy his men in open order. The thicket 
Was so dense that after the order for re- 
treat was sounded it was not possible 
for the groups to render each other mu- 
tual support. 

“Lieutenant Lansdale was wounded 
below the knee soon after the Colt was 
abandoned, and was rendered incapable 
of marching. He was assisted by his 
men. One of them, N. E. Edsall, was 
mortally wounded in so doing. It is 
in evidence most clear that when Ensign 
Monaghan discovered that Lieutenant 
Langdale was wounded he used his best 
@ndeavors to convey him tothe rear, and 
seizing a rifle from a disabled man made 
a brave defense, but undoubtedly he 
fell very shortly after joining him, and 
the hostiles, flushed with success, bore 
down on our menin this vicinity. The 
men were not in sufficient numbers to 
hold out any longer, and they were 
forced along by a fire which it was im- 
possible to withstand. Ensign Mona- 
ghan did stand.” 

The last report of the series is made 
by Passed Assistant Surgeon Lung, who 
was with the expedition, and details 
closely every movement. He says that 
the greatest caution was used to prevent 
@ surprise while passing through the 
ravine and along the cross road, where 
the affair occurred. Both sides of the 
road were lined with heavy barbed wire 
fence, which could not be broken down. 
The situation was a most unfavorable 
one for the expedition, as the hostiles 
were posted On the crest of the bluff so 
well entrenched that they could not be 
seen, and their presence was only made 
kncwn by their firing. The Americans 
and British at the first fire advanced 
along the road a little, then dropped 
in the ditch at the roadside and returned 
several volleys. The Colt failed again, 
and this fact, says Surgeon Lung, prob- 
ably helped to bring on the disaster that 
followed. 

The hostiles were closing around the 
eastern end of the line, but they could 
not be charged because of the barb wire 
fence, so @ retreat was ordered, which 
encouraged the enemy to increase their 
fire. The retreat was orderly at first, 
and was agreed to by Lieutenants Cave 
and Perkins, but, says Surgeon Lung, in 
a few minutes everybody remaining on 
the high ground came through the sea- 
ond wire in a confused retreat, flounder- 
ing, staggering and falling in the deep 
mud along the trees. The enemy fol- 
lowed persistently and poured a terrific 
fire. 

In this hollow Lansdale, Monaghan 
and Edsall received their death wounds, 
Monaghan losing his life in an heroic 
effort to save his shipmate, Lansdale. 
Reaching the beach, Lieutenant Perkins 
gathered his few marines with the Brit- 
ish marines, while the surgeon assumed 
command of the bluejackets, who had 
been led by Lansdale and Monaghan, and 
also rallied some 10 or 15 marines and 
sailors who were without an officer. 

Surgeon Lung expresses the conviction 
that the entire command would have 
been killed had they not retreated when 
they did. Considering the odds they 
had to contend against, the enemy being 
about 300 strong, the men behaved re- 
markably well. The enemy beheaded 
the officers killed, and in the case of 
enlisted men cut off the right ears of the 
British and both ears of the Americans. 
Lieutenant Freeman also had his ears 
cut off

Washington, May 17.—The following 
address to the people of the United 
States has been issued by the national 
committee of the Dewey home fund: 

“The American people are anxious to 
do honor to Admiral Dewey. Their zeal 
has taken the form of Invitations to ban- 
quets in many different cities, of celebra- 
tions, parades and displays. Obviously, 
it will be impossible for him to attend all 
the banquets, and it may be invidious to 
select one or a few for the honor of his 
presence. The common sense of our 
countrymen does not find suitable ex- 
pression for its admiration and esteem 
for our great naval hero in methods 
effervescent and transient. A grateful 
nation cannot do better than provide 
liberally for Admiral Dewey's comfort 
in a home fitted for his tastes, w orthy in 
some measure of his services and indi- 
cative in a smal! degree of the gratitude 
which is not of a day, but of alltime. A 
popular subscription will afford all the 
privilege to join in such testimony in 
which patriotism shall have a monu- 
ment, 

“The career of Admiral Dewey is a 
part of our national history, a glorious 
chapter in the magnificent record of the 
recent War with Spain. Not in our own 
country alone, but in all the world, his 
name is emblazoned with those that 
Shall not die. His services all know in 
part—the future will add to appreciation 
of his greatness the solidity and brill- 
iancy of his fame. 

“On his return from the scene of his 
victories and his Statesmanship the of- 
ficial duties of Admiral Dewey will be 
performed in Washington.

TRANSVAAL ARRESTS. 


(ne Prisoner Says He Received Or- 
ders From British War Office. 


—_ 


Africans In London Make 
Light of the Matter. 


Declare That the Affair Was Trumped Up b | 
the Republic’s Police. 


London, May 18.—The consul of the 
Transvaal here has received the follow- 
ing telegram from his government, dated 
Pretoria: 

“Richard Nichols, describing himself 
ac colonel; George Patterson, a captain; 
Tdward J. Tremilett, Charles Ellis and 
John A Mitchell, lieutenants, and Fries 
and Hooper were arrested Monday 
morning on the sworn declaration of 
three Englishmen on the charge of high 
treason in connection with the alleged 
object of enrolment of troops to create 
a revolution, seize Johannesburg fort 
and hold possession of the town until 
British troops from Natal could come to 
their assistance. 

“One of the prisoners alleges that he 
Was acting under orders from the Brit- 
ish war department.” 

A reporter saw a number of South 
Africans connected with the leading 
concerns of Johannesburg. They all 
declared that they had not received a 
word from their own agents in Cape 
Colony, indicating, they added, that the 
affair was ‘trumped up by the Boer po- 
lice,” and that in any case the men ar- 
rested were irresponsible nobodies, with 
fictitious military titles affixed by the 
Boers, with the object of discrediting the 
British in the eyes of the continental 
powers. 

It is now believed that Tremlett was 
formerly a captain of volunteers in Cape 
Colony, and that he is now a mining 
agent. Patterson is described as a 
butcher and labor agitator. Mitchellis 
said to be a storekeeper. Cooper is 
classed as a carpenter. Ellis is alleged 
to be a private detective, and the occu- 
pations of Fries and Nichols are un- 
known. 


According to the correspondent of a 
London newspaper, the grievances of the 
foreign residents, or uitlanders, of the 
Transvaal) are as follows: 

First—They have no vote in the levying 
of taxes. 

Second—No voice in the payment of 
officials. 

Third—No control of the education of 
the country. 

Fourth—No power in the municipal 
government of their town, Johannes- 
burg. 

Fifth—Their newspapers are gagged. 
If an editor offends Mr. Kruger he may 
be sent to prison, or sent to live at 
Pietpotsgeitersrust to die of fever, or 
sent out of the country altogether. 

Sixth—They are not permitted to hold 
public meetings. 

Seventh—The period when they can 
acquire rights of citizenship has been 
extended from two to 12 years after they 
have taken the oath renouncing British 
allegiance; and this only by the vote of 
three-quarters of the burghers in each 
man’s individud! district. 

Eighth—The juries by whom they are 
tried are not their peers, but burghers 
their political masters. 

Ninth—They pay almost the entire tax- 
ation of the country. 

Tenth—Their interests in the country 
are burdened by monopolies. Of such— 
to take one instance, comparatively 
trivial—is the aerated water concession. 
To protect the monopolies to whom this 
Was granted a tax of 3da bottle is placed 
on all other waters. 

Eleventh—Their children, born in the 
republic, have been deprived of the 
birthright of citizenship. 

Twelfth—There is a law which would 
deprive them even of the right to com- 


plain. 
Thirteenth—The president of the re- 
public may expel. from the country any 


member of the community whom he may 
wish to get rid of. This without trial. 

Fourteenth—Doles loans—given as if 
personally. 


Excitement Subsiding. 

Cape Towa, May 18.—The expected 
conference between President Kruger 
of the Transvaal Republic and Sir Al- 
fred Milner, governor of Cape Colony, 
has not yet been arranged. The presi- 
dent of the South African league re- 
pudiates any connection with the en- 
listment of men for any purpose. Fries 
was the only prisoner who did not ap- 
r yesterday at the Pretorla court for 
arraignment. The streets were 
thronged, and the prisoners were es- 
corted under a strong guard from the 
jailtothe court. A remand was grant- 
ed and the prisqiers were returned to the 
jail. The excitement here is somewhat 
abating. 


Income Tax Recommended. 
Lansing, Mich., May 18.—Governor 
Pingree sent to the legislature yester- 
day a long message on the taxation 
question. The governor recommends 
the submission to the people at a special 
élection of an amendment to that part 
of the constitution relative to specific tax 
action, under which the supreme court 
declared invalid the Pingree-Atkinson 
railway tax yn act. To provide for 
this and for enactment of a law estab- 
lishing a state board of assessors the 
§0vernor says he will call a special ses- 
Sion of the 


egislature to convene im- 
mediately upon adjournment of the pres- 
ent session. Governor Pingree also 
recommends the enactment of an income 
tax law. 


Killed Wife, Sister-In- Law and Himself. 

Dayton, O., May 18.—Frank Camp 
of West Alexandria shot and killed h 
wife and his sister-in-law, Mrs. Lucy 
Gray. He then shot himself. dying al- 
most instantly. Mr. and Mrs. Campbell] 
were recently divorced, and the latter 
had been living with her Sister at Leads- 
burg.

There is no absolute information at the 
war department concerning the present 
strength of the American forces under 
MacArthur, Lawton and Kobbe, which 
have been operating against the insur- 
sents north of Manila. The number of 


men of each organization, were it up to 
its maximum strength, would be 16,500, 
but it is doubtful if their strength totals 
11,000 men. MacArthur's troops, ex- 
cept one regiment, are volunteers. 
Kobbe’s men are all regulars, recently 
arrived. Three of the six regiments 
under Lawton are regulars. There is 
one radical difference between the vol- 
unteer and regular organizations. 
Losses in the former are permanent, 
while the gaps in the ranks of the regu- 
lars are being constantly filed by new 
recruits. It is estimated that MacAr- 
thur now has about 4500 men for active 
service; Lawton, about 5000, and Kobbe, 
1500.

The City’s a, of Cost for 
Abolishing Grade Crossings. 


So many changes have been made in | 
Chap. 428 of the Acts of 1890, ‘an act 
to promote the abolition of grade 


crossings,’’ that it is difficult for any | 
but | 


one to state just what the law is ; 
the basis of apportionment of cost we 
believe continues the same, and pro- 
vides the city shall not pay more than 
ten percentum. This, however, would 
be $100,000 on every ‘million, and the 
total cost, which may involve Adams, 
Dimmock, Granite and Schoo) streets, 
as well as Savil and Water streets, 
may be two or three millions or even 
more. Section 3 and 4 of Chap. 42s, 
as passed, read as follows : 


Section 3. The members of the said com- 
mission shall meet as soon as may be after re- 
ceiving notice of their appointment; and if, 
after due notice and hearing, the commission 
decide that the alterations are necessary for the 
security and convenience of the public, it shall 
prescribe the manner and limits within which 
such alterations shall be made and shall deter- 
mine which party shall do the work, or shall 
apportion the work to be done between the rail- 
road companies and the city or town. The 
railroad companies shall pay sizty-jive per cen- 
tum of the total actual cost of the alterations, 
including in such cost the cost of the hearing 
and the compensation of the commissioners and 
auditors for their services, and all damages in- 
cluding those mentioned in section five of this 
act; and the said commission shall apportion 
the remaining thirty-five per centum of said 
cost between the Commonwealth and the city or 
town in which the crossing or crossings are 
situated: provided, however, that not more 
than ten per centum of such cost shall be ap- 
portioned to such city or town; provided, 
further, that the Commonwealth shall not be 
charged any part of the expenses of abolishing 
grade crossings which are established after the 
passage of this act. 

Section 4. If the commission decide that 
any portion of an existing public way should be 
di:continued it shall so specify, and it shall 
further specify the grades for the railroad and 
the public way or ways and the general method 
of construction, and also what land or other 
propeity it deems necessary to be taken: pro- 
vided, however, that if such decision involves a 
change in the grade of the railroad, the consent 
of the directors of the company to such change 
of grade shall first be obtained. Said commis- 
sion shall forthwith return said decision into 
the said superior court. The decree of the court 
confirming the decision of the commission shall 
be final and binding. If the commission de- 
cides that the location of the railroad or of the 
public way shall be changed, the decree of the 
court confirming such decision shall constitute a 
taking of the specified land or other property; 
and it shall be the duty of the clerk of said court, 
within thirty days after the making of said de- 
cree, to cause a copy of such decision and decree 
to be filed with the county commissioners of the 
county or counties in which the land or other 
property taken and the crossing are situated, 
and also to be recorded in the registry of decds 
for the counties and districts in which such 
land, property and crossings sre situated, and 
also to be filed with the auditor of the Common- 
wealth. Said taking shall be deemed to bea 
taking by the city or town if the land is to be 
used for a public way, or by the railroad com- 
pany if the land is to be used by the railroad.

CUBANS GIVEN ADVICE, 


Cycle of Liberty Can Now Begin 
With the Grandest Prospects, 


Should Bow to America and 
Practice Patience. 


Manifesto From Gomez Touching Upon the 
Past, Present and Future. 


Havana, May 19.—General Maximo | 
Gomez, in his manifesto issued last 
evening, reviews his part in the nego- 
tiations with Governor General Brooke 
and speaks of his love for Cuba and his 
sufferings on her behalf in the past. 
General Gomez says: 

“The hour has now arrived for me to 
raise my voice in justification of my 
position and to describe the arduous 
work I have done since my first visit to 
General Brooke. I protested to him 
against the sum offered by the United 
States as insufficient to accomplish the 
good intended. While waiting an an- 
swer to my protest I sought a solution of 
the question. General Brooke, repre- 
senting the chief magistrate of the 
United States, announced his inability 
to add to the sum already settled upon. 

“Speculators then attempted to inter- 
vene, offering suggestions which were 
refused by me. They presented a prop- 
Osition to the military assembly, but the 
scheme was frustrated by President Mc- 
Kinley’s refusal to recognize that body. 
I deemed the formation of militia a prac- 
ticable solution, and General Brooke, 
who approved the idea, asked me for a! 
summary of my views on the subject. | 
To this I replied that 10,000 men were all 
it would be possible to get from the for- 
mer Cuban army without distinction as | 
to race. My answer was sent to Presi- 
dent McKinley, together with a eal 
sonal letter giving explicit reasons why 
such a corps Was necessary. 

“T had many conferences with General 
Brooke in my endeavors to discover such 
a plan of payment as would not exclude 
the men who had never carried arms. 
General Brooke insisted upon the sur- 
render of arms before the receipt of pay- 
ment, and I also desired that such arms 
as had already been surrendered and 
such as should be surrendered hereafter 
might be delivered to Warehouses, in the 
care of Cuban armorers, to be paid out 
of the Cuban tt@asury. | 

“IT do not think it a disgrace that the 
Cuban soldiers should receive, from a 
government which is able to pay, sums 
that will relieve their immediate needs. 
Special certificates will be given to all, 
redeemable by the Cuban republic so 
s00n as it is established. 

“IT am convinced that it is compatible 
with obtaining peace to have an army, 
with arms reserved to defend Cuba 
against her enemies, and in the mean- 
time to be guarded as the relics of a 
glorious struggle. In my judgment, 
whether the arms were disposed of to the 
municipalities or to armorers, it would 
be all the same under the intervening 
government. The Cuban commission- 
ers, however, refused to agree with Gen- 
eral Brooke and the Americans, and de- 
clined to fix dates and places where the 
Cuban soldiery could deliver up arms 
and receive payment from the American 
paymasters after identification by their 
respective chiefs.” 


After fufther praise of “General 
Brooke’s consideration” and a declara- 


tion of his own desire to correct anerror 
existing in Cuba with respect to the 
United States, he goes ontosay: 

“I did not act alone, as seems to be 
popularly believed, but always consulted 
with our officers. My advice to you now 
is to return to your homes with the 
amounts offered by the intervening gov- 
ernment and to practice patience, which 
will be an additional proof of your hero- 
ism. In this way we shall reconstruct 
most rapidly the homes consecrated by 
the blood of martyrs; blood poured out 
in behalf of a purpose now attained, and 
thus begin this cycle of Mberty with the 
grandest prospects, preceded by the 
heralds of future prosperity and peace. 

“This work is your portion. Let no pre- 
text interfere with the attainment of 
the independent government for which 
three generations of Cubans have strug- 
gled with all sacrifice, and whichis now 
promised by a noble nation, pledged to 
obtain for us our rights. 

“Meanwhile, I shall remain where Iam 
generously invited, among the Cubans. 
I shall work without cessation for our 
aspirations and in a narrow sphere as- 
signed me if necessary. And if it hap- 
pens that all logical and just methods 
shall be exhausted without the desired 
result, I will go to Washington and there 
tell of Cuba and her sacred ideals of an 
independent republic and will arbitrate 
the destiny of our country, baptised with 
lood and sanctified with our love of in- 
dependence and liberty, which we will 
never cease demanding in tones of sub- 
tlest diplomacy for the sake of the nation 
that is to be in the near future, always 
asking independence and liberty 
which we covet in name of right, 
civilization, justice and democracy.”

Antidote Against Stings. 

According to Dr. Friedlander of 
Wiesbaden, electricity is an antidote 
against stings of insects. His plan in | 
such cases is to apply a constant cur- | 
| rent and to place a negative cathode on | 
| the spot stung by the insect. Galvani- 
zation produces a rather strong sensa- 
tion of burning, but at the same time 
the pain from the sting disappears, and 
if the electricity is applied ve ry soon 
| after the wound has been inflicted there 
is little or no swelling. The current, 
however, does excellent service even if 
it be not applied until after some time | 
has elapsed, for it removes the pain and 
also quickly reduces the swelling. The | 


supposition is that the poison which | 
the insect has injected through the skin 
is neutralized and rendered innocuous 
by the current. 

Dr. Friedlander bas repeatedly made 
experiments of this kind on persons 
who have been stung by bees and Wasps 
and has invariably found them success- | 
ful. He naturally believes tnat a sim- | 
jilar result would be obtained in the 
cases of persons stung by other insects.

Manila, May 20.—Filipino commis- 
sioners, comprising two civil and two 
military delegates, appointed to 
operate with three citizens of Manila in 
negotiating terms of peace, arrived here 
at 8:15 a. m. today. They submitted no 
hew proposition, but want an armistice 
pending the session of the Filipino con- 
gress. Major General Otis refused to 
entertain the proposal.

The purpose of the native leaders to} 


give up the struggle against American 
authority was made known by two dele- 
gates of the native peace commission 
who remained in San Isidro when it was 
captured and surrendered to Lawton’'s 
advance guard. In conversation with 
American officers, they stated that the 
insurgent forces have been for the last 
four days willing to secure peace on 
any terms that General Otis might see 
fit to offer. 

They declare that General Lawton, by 
his rapid and energetic advance from 
Balinag, has not allowed their forces a 
moment's cessation from fighting. 
delegates add, as their most important 
information, that Aguinaldo himself will 
sue for peace through the peace com- 
mission within two days. If he does not 
act, the government will promptly 
repudiate him, as four-fifths of the na- 
tives are weary of the war, and desire 
the early ending of hostilities.

copal church, Rev. Dr. Charles A. Briggs 
preserved absolute silence as to criti- 
cisms of his book and of his action in 
seeking ordination. Even after he was 
made a priest by Bighop Potter no state- 
ment could be secured from him, but two 
days later he wrote to Right Rey.

Thomas M. Clark, bishop of Rhode Isl- 
and and presiding bishop of the Episco- 
Pal church in the Uni.ed States, He 
wrote for the personal information of a 
presiding bishop, and not for publica- 
tion, but Bishop Clark obtained Dr. 
Briggs’ permission to use the letter at 
his own discretion. This, the first state- 
ment made by Dr. Briggs as to his en- 
trance into the ministry of the Episcopal 
church, is as follows: 

“I have not sought refuge in the Epis- 
copal ministry; I made the change be- 
cause I was assured that the banner of 
church unity was in the Protestant 
Episcopal church and nowhere else, and 
I have consecrated my life to that cause. 
If I know myself I hold to all the sacred 
deposit of Catholic truth in the church, 
@s well as in holy scripture, and I shall 
do all in my power to bring out that 
truth and maintain it, 

“I feel that my study of holy scripture 
end of Christian history, as well as my 
own experience of God's grace, have led 
me to s€e in holy scripture the divine 
truth in somewhat different relations 
and proportions from those in which I 
was trained. It has been my happy 
privilege to know and work with some 
of the noble men of our age, 
Catholic and Protestant, Lutheran and 
Calvinistic, Methodist, Presbyterian and 
Anglican, in most of the great univer- 
sities of the world, and I have been 
guided to recognize the living Christian 
in them all.

AT A TURNING POINT. 


———— 


Americans Will Deal Final Blow If 
Filipinos Do Not Yield, 


Otis Will Not Permit Fur- 
ther Temporizing. 


All the Moneyed Leaders of Insurrection Are | 


Anxious For Peace. 


Manila, May 22.—Today will mark a 
turning point in the progress of affairs. 
It will be either peace or a big battle. 
The Filipino commissioners had no bet- 
ter proposition to offer than to ask foran 
armistice. This request General Otis 
had refused the former envoys, and this 
time he made his refusal even more em- 
phatic. 

He made a concession, however, in in- 
structing the American commanders to 
refrain from aggressive fighting for the 
present. 

It is believed that the Filipino com- 
missioners’ request for an armistice was 
simply an attempt to save their dignity 
and that their request for permission to 
confer with the American commissions 
indicated that their real object was to 
secure peace on the terms which 
they could get. 

It was because Otis believed this to be 
the case that he agreed to suspend ag- 
gressive campaigning until he learned 
the definite result of the meeting 
tween the Filipinos and American com- 
missioners. 

But, while Otis has stopped active 
fighting, he has not for a moment re- 
laxed his grip on the situation. All his 
troops are placed in the most favorable 
locations. His positions are being 
strengthened and everything fs in ré adi- 
ness to go forward and dea! out one final, 
crushing blow to the rebels in case the 
meeting does not bring peace, 

For days the energies of the American 
commanders have been devoted to per- 
fecting their arrangements for dealing 
this blow. It is chiefly because Aguin- 
aldo realized that this crushing 
slaught was inevitable that he sent his 
latest envoys to seek for peace. He 
realized that there was no hope for him, 
and for this reason the American offi- 
cers are more disposed than at any other 
time to believe that the rebel envoys 
really mean peace this time. 

But if events should show that they do 
not, General Otis will have no more tem- 
porizing. He cannot afford to permit 
any, even if he were so inclined. The 
rainy season will be here in 10 days or 
two weeks, and the operations of the 
American forces would have to be aban- 
doned to a large extent. This makes it 
imperative that the Filipinos take their 
choice at once, 
more war, then the word will be “for- 
ward,” and within the next 24 hours 
Aguinaldo’s followers may expect such 
a smashing, crushing onslaught as will 
effectually crush the rebellion,

Autonomy is the burden of 
the talk of the Filipinos, and it is 
thought that the kind they wish for 
would be little different from the scheme 
of an American protectorate, which they 
talked of before the war.

so-called Filipino cabinet, is a student 
and a writer of ability. He once drew 
up a plan of autonomy under Spain, 
which the Spanish government promised 
to adopt, there then being a trouble- 
some rebellion on foot.

Or the Owners or Keepers Thereof are 


LIABLE TO A FINE

[Extracts from the Laws of this Commonwealth.] 

Every owner or keeper of a dog of three 
months old or over, shall annually on or before 
the THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause it 
to be REGISTERED, NUMBERED, DE- 
SCRIBED and LICENSED for one year from 
the first day of the ensuing May, in the office of 
the Clerk of the city or town wherein said dog is 
kept, and shall cause it to wear around its neck 
acollar distinctly marked with the owner’s name 
and its registered number. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The FEE for every license shall be TWO 
DOLLARS fora Male dog and FIVE DOL- 
LARS for a Female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 

visions of this chapter shall forfeit FIFTEEN 
DOLLARS, five dollars of which shall be paid 
to the complainant and ten dollars to the treas- 
urer of the county in which the dog is kept. 
_ Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breed- 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
license authorizing him to keep such dogs upon 
the premises described in such license. When 
the number of dogs so kept does not exceed 
five, the fee for such license shall be TWENTY- 
FIVE DOLLARS; when the number of dogs 
so kept exceeds five, the fee shall be FIFTY 
DOLLARS, and no fee shall be required tor the 
dogs of such owner or keeper under the age of 
six months. 

Any owner or keeper of adog not duly li- 
censed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day of April in any year, shall, 
whenever it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in Section 80 of Chapter 102 of the 
Public Statutes, and shall cause is to wear 
around its neck a collar distinctly marked with 
its owner's name and its registered number.

The gathering of the royal family at 
Windsor Castle today to celebrate the 
birthday of the queen is the largest, with 
the exception of the jubilee, gathering 
that has assembled there in many years. 
Not only are four generations in suc- 
cession present, but there is a great 
gathering of children and grandchildren 
of her majesty 

The return of sunshine was a happy 
augury of the success of the celebration. 
The royal borough is in gala dress; the 
country itself is brilliant with lilac, 
chestnut and laburnum blooms, while 
the grey old castle is gay with the royal 
standard and British flags. 

A gorgeous, if unambitious, pageant 
of military knights, guards, 
choral societies and holiday makers, was 
most successful. The program opened 
With a serenade madrigal sung by the 
choral societies in the quadrangle of the 
castle at 10 o'clock this morning. This 
was followed by the presentation of ad- 
dresses and rose baskets by the royal 
warrant holders, a parade of the Second 
regiment of Scots guards, the fir of 
guns and a thanksgiving service in St. 
George's chapel. A performance of 
“Lohengrin” will occur this evening In 
the Waterloo chamber of the castle, in 
which the entire Covent Garden com- 
pany will appear. 

Although the official celebration in 
London wil! not occur until June 3, there 
were thanksgiving services in St. Paul's 
cathedral and Westminster abbey, as 
well as in many other large churches, 
and reviews at al] the military barracks.

Unjust Discrimination In Appraise- 
ment of Dutiable Imports, 


Due to Faulty and Incon- 
siderate “Methods. 


bopraiser Wakeman, However, Has Been Gov- 
erned by Honesty of Purpose. 


Washington, May 24.—The commission 
composed of Special Agents Whitehead, 
Maher and Parker, appointed to investi- 
gate charges of maladministration at 
the appraisers’ stores in New York, has 
submitted its first report. While the de- 
talls of the report will not be made pub- 
lic at present it is understood that cer- 


(tain charges preferred by four New York 


firms form the basis of the investigation. 
The charges are that there has been dis- 
crimination, inconsistency and delay in i 
the apprafsement of the merchandise of 
certain inporters, and that methods not 
contemplated by law have been resorted 
to in fixing dutiable values. 

The commission finds that Appraiser 
Wakeman has administered his office in 
Bn energetic manner, and that he has 
been governed by honesty of purpose. 
The opinion is expressed that consigned 
goods have not paid their full measure 
of duties at the custom house; that in- 
voices of that character afford a fruit- 
ful field for officers who are on the alert 
to detect and prevent undervaluations, 
and that no mistake was made when the 
Eubject of embroideries from St. Gall, in- 
volving imports of the value of $7,000,- 
000 annually, paying 60 percent adva- 


lorem duty, was taken up for considera~- |@N early call will be for your benefit. 


tion. But the commission condemns the 
method of appraisement in vogue dur- 
ing the early part of 1898 as improper. 
Appraisement under section 11 of the 
customs administrative act, by taking 
the selling price in the United States as 
a basis for appraisement, is declared to 
be the direct cause of the complaints 
made. In the opinion of the commis- 
sion, the law is applicable only when the 
dutiable value cannot be otherwise as- 
certained. St. Gall goods, having a 
market value in the country whence ex- 
ported to the United States, an appraise- 
ment on any Other basis, or to take into 
consideration selling prices in this coun- 
try, was without authority of law. 

It appears, the report says, to be es- 
tablished that, through faulty and in- 
considerate methods of appraisement, 
inconsistencies and irregularities in val- 
uation have occurred, the result of which 
seems to justify the charges alleging un- 
just discrimination. 

Specific evidence was obtained in 
many instances to sustain the charge 
of unreasonable delay. It is shown 
that, after hearing both sides of the con- 
troversy, entries, invoices, etc., were ex- 
amined, and from them alone were the 
facts determined. Thissilent testimony 
demonstrates that goods of certain im- 
porters were in instances largely ad- 
vanced on appraisement, while similar 
goods of other importers were passed as 
invoiced. 

The report states that an assistant ap- 
praiser has exposed invoices of one im- 
porter to a competitor in business, and 
that the same officer has in other ways 
violated the rules of the department by 
disclosing the secrets of business con- 
cerning which he gained a knowledge 
through his official position, 

The commission does not agree with 
the contention that it is a violation of 
law for Mr. Wakeman to hold both the 
office of appraiser and that of secretary 
of the American Protective Tariff 
league It says his connection with the 
organization referred to, while holding 
the office of appraiser, involves a ques- 
tion of propriety, which it is not the 
province of the commission to decide, 

There are other matters under consid- 
eration by the commission, and further 
reports will from time to time be made. 


McPartland Bests Sullivan. 

New York, May 24.—After 25 rounds 
of fast and vicious fighting last night 
“Kid” McPartland was given the de- 
cision over “Spike” Sullivan. Going 
into the fight on the short end of the 
betting, McPartland completely upset 
the calculations of the sports. He 
bested his man at every point, and ad- 
ministered to him the most severe pun- 
ishment that Sullivan has ever received 
in his pugilistic career. Despite the 
terrible punishment, Sullivan showed re- 
markable recuperative power, and often 
tame back surprisingly strong. Themen 
fought asif they hada grudge.

Buffalo Strite Straightened Out. 

Buffalo, May 24.—Yesterday saw the 
General breaking up of the dock strikes 
here. The settlement the grain 
shovelers’ trouble was quickly followed 
by the disintegration of all of the other 
strikes along the water front. The 
strikes of the freight handlers, marine 
firemen, coal heavers and handlers were 
merely incident to the scoopers’ move- 
ment and brought about largely because 
of sympathy them.

International Law May Be Discussed. 

London, May 24.—The correspondent 
of The Morning Post at The Hague says: 
The question of international law is 
likely to be discussed by the conference. 
The code prepared for submission tothe 
conference provides that the autonomy 
of nations is invincible; that there is no 
right of conquest between them; that 
they possess the right of legitimate de- 
fense, and are subject to the same prin- 
ciples of law and equity as individuals; 
that no nation has a right to declare 
war upon another, and that disputes be- 
tween nations are to be settled by legal 
methods. The colonial section of the 
code deals with the formation of colonies. 
It recognizes their right to claim au- 
tonomy or independence, though other 
nations may intervene when, in their 
opinion, the administration is unsatis- 
factory, or the mother country does not 


heed the colonial representations, 
Christian €cientists Arrested.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


| Uufavorable Conditions Kept Farming Opera- 
tions Practically at a Standstill. 

Boston, May 23.—Cold and cloudy was 
the weather in New England during the 
past week. Compared with the previous 
week in these respects, the contrast ig 
strong. ‘Tuesday, the 16th, was a cold 
day. There were frosts in northern sec- 
tions—killing in the interior of Maine. 
On the 17th ice one-eighth of an inch 
thick formed in Maine, and frosts oc- 
curred in the three northern states, 
Somewhat warmer weather followed, at- 
tending the general cloudiness that cov- 
gred the section for the greater portion 
of the week remaining. 

The almost unanimous report of the 
correspondents is that owing to the cold, 
cloudy weather, crops have been practic- 
ally ata standstill during the week. This 
is true more particularly of the planted 
crops; seed just planted germinates 
slowly or not at all; potatos and corn 
that have appeared above ground show 
the effect of unfavorable weather. Grass 
and fruit thrive better, especially grass, 
which has improved somewhat. The re- 
ports on the fruit crop differ little from 
those of a week ago. The caterpillar is 
doing much harm to foliage and buds in 
northern sections. In general, the light 
rainfall of the week, averaging less than 
one-half of an inch, although of benefit, 
is not nearly enough to satisfy farmers. 

Rye continues to do fairly wellin most 
districts. Oats have made little headway 
in the south. In the north the crop Is 
mostly sown. Corn at this writing is 
most discouraging. In parts of the 

| Southern states, where the plants have 
lappeared above the ground, they are 
| turning yellow. There is some complaint 
| 


of seed not germinating at all. Above 
all, corn needs warm weather. 

The past week has been more favorable 
than otherwise to grass, but more rainis 
needed. In portions of Massachusetts 
and Vermont stock is being fed in the 

| barn for want of pasture. In northern 
|portions of New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont grass has been winter killed to a 
considerable extent. In Connecticut and 
Rhode Islasd this crop is doing moder- 
ately well. 

Correspondents continue to report the 
| prospect for apples below the average— 
| this is true particularly of the winter va- 
rieties. The destruction of young foli- 
age and buds by caterpillars in Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont is becom- 
ing more serious. Of cherries and plums 
she reports of this week are less favorable 
than a week ago. Peaches are, toa con- 
siderable extent, winter killed. The fire- 
worm is increasing in numbers on cran- 
berry bogs. 

Potatoes have grown little during the 
week. In Maine this crop is about half 
planted, a few small patches in the in- 

terlor of Maine that were above ground 
were injured by the frosts; also other 
early garden truck. Onions are doing 
well. In Connecticut and Rhode Island 
peas and beans are growing nicely. Ex- 
cept in the most northern sections, vege- 
itables generally have been sown and 
cultivation has begun in the south,

LIABLE TO A FINE 


{Extracts from the Laws of this Commonw ealth.] 

Every owner or keeper of a dog of three 
months old or over, shall anoually on or be fore 
the THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause it 
to be REGISTERED, NUMBERED, DE- 
SCRIBED and LICENSED for one year from 
the first day of the ensuing May, in the office of 
the Clerk of the city or town wherein said dog is 
kept, and shall cause it to wear around its neck 
acollar distinctly marked with the owner’s name 
and its registered number. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The FEE for every license shall be TWO 
DOLLARS fora Male dog and FIVE DOL- 
LARS for a Female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit FIFTEEN 
DOLLARS, five dollars of which shall be paid 
to the complainant and ten dollars to the treas- 
urer of the county in which the dog is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breed- 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
license authorizing him to keep such dogs upon 
the premises described in such license. When 
the number of dogs so kept does not exceed 
five, the fee for such license shall be TWENTY- 
FIVE DOLLARS; when the number of dogs 
so kept exceeds five, the fee shall be FIFTY 
DOLLARS, and no fee shall be required tor the 
dogs of such owner or keeper under the age of 
six months. 


Any owner or keeper ofadog not duly li- 
censed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day of April in any year, shall, 
whenever it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in Section 80 of Chapter 102 of the 
Public Statutes, and shall cause is to wear 
around its neck a collar distinctly marked with 
its owner's name and its registered number.

“The pertinacity of the insurgents in 
passing armed parties over the line of 
delimitation into American territory in- 
duced a correspondence which, in the 
light of the subsequent events, is inter- 
esting as indicating with considerable 
precision a premeditated purpose on the 
part of somebody in the insungent army 
to force a_ collision.” General Mac- 
Arthur addressed a note to Colonel San 
Miguel of the insurgentarmy.

Dogs Must Be License 
ON OR BEFORE APRIL 30th, 


Or the Owners or Keepers Thereof are 


LIABLE TO A FINE 


[Extracts from the Laws of this Commonwealth.]} 

Every owner or keeper of a dog of three 
mouths old or over, shall anoually on or before 
the THIRTIETH DAY OF APRIL, cause it 
to be REGISTERED, NUMBERED, DE- 
SCRIBED and LICENSED for one year from 
the first day of the ensuing May, in the office of 
the Clerk of the city or town wherein said dog is 
kept, and shall cause it to wear around its neck 
acollar distinctly marked with the owner’s name 
and its registered number. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The FEE for every license shall be TWO 
DOLLARS fora Male dog and FIVE DOL- 
LARS for a Female dog. — 

_Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 

visions of this chapter shall forfeit FIFTEEN 
DOLLARS, five dollars of which shall be paid 
to the complainant and ten dollars to the treas- 
urer of the county in which the dog is kept. 
_ Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breed- 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
license authorizing him to keep such dogs upon 
the premises described in such license. When 
the number of dogs so kept does not exceed 
five, the fee for such license shall be TWENTY- 
FIVE DOLLARS; when the number of dogs 
so kept exceeds five, the fee shall be FIFTY 
DOLLARS, and no fee shall be required tor the 
dogs of such owner or keeper under the age ot 
six months. = 


Any owner or keeper ofadog not duly li- 
censed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day of April in any year, shall, 
whenever it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in Section 80 of Chapter 102’ of the 
Public Statutes, and shall cause is to wear 
around its neck a collar distinctly marked with 
its Owner's name and its registered number,

Fighting May Continue For 
Some Time to Come. 


msurgents Have an Advantage Over Americans 
During Rainy Season. 


Washington, May 26.—President 
Schurman has officially reported to Sec- 
retary Hay the close of the conference 
with the native commission, and the re- 
turn of the latter to Aguinaldo’s head- 
quarters without any satisfactory con- 
clusion having been reached. 

Mr. Schurman seems to think import- 
ant the fact that a member of Ag- 
uinaldo’s cabinet and a leading insur- 
gent general were members of the com- 
mission. The natives sought to have 
explained various details of the form 
of governme nt offered by the United 
States, but whatever was said and done, 
itis appi irent that no results could have 
been looked for by the Americans, in 
view of the limited power conferred 
upon his envoys by Aguinaldo. 

It can be stated on the authority of 
a gentleman who talked with the pres- 
ident that Mr. Schurman did not men- 
tion in his report any friction between 
the civil and military members of the 
commission. 


Press dispatches from Manila say that 
the native commissioners left there by 
a special train yesterday, They were 
escorted to their lines under a flag of 
truce. It is expected they will return 
soon. 

President Gonzaga of the Filipino com- 


mission, previous to his departure, said: 
“We greatly appreciate the courtesy 
shown us. We have spent some time 
with your commissioners, incidentally 
considering the American constitution. 
Its principles impress us profundly. , 


“The plan of government offered the 
Philippines seems, on the whole, a good 
colonial system. But why should a na- 
tion with your constitution seek to make 
a colony of a distant people @#vho have 
So long beem fighting against Spain to 
secure the same rights your constitution 
gives? You fought the same battle in 
America when you fought against Eng- 
land.” 


The news received from Manila that 
the Filipinos have resumed aggressive 
movements has caused considerable un- 
easiness in the war department, where 
it was hoped the insurgents had been 
so thoroughly cowed that they would 
not resume offensive operations, but 
would content themselves with a mere 
show of resistance until, at last, 
thoroughly tired out, they would lay 
down their arms. 

It now looks to the Washington offi- 
cials as if the fighting might continue 
for some time to come. 

General Otis has advised the depart- 
ment that, despite the conferences which 
have been in progress for some days be- 
tween the American authorities and the 
envoys of Aguinaldo, it is not his inten- 
tion to discontinue active operations, 
nor does he intend to let the rainy season 
interfere with military movements. 

It is evident, however, that climatic 
conditions must seriously interfere with 
an active campaign this summer, 

In a few days rainswill follow so heav- 
fly that it will be physically impossible 
for the men to move, while the transpor- 
tation of supplies and ammunition will 
be out of the question, as wagons will 
sink up to their hubs in thick mud, which 
has all the consistency of mortar. 

While this weather lasts it will be im- 
possible for men to remain in the field. 
To do so would De to invite death, as the 
men would fall ready victims to fevers 
and other diseases for which tropical 
climates at this séason of the year are 
noted. It will be necessary to keep our 
men under cover as much as possible, 
and to take every precaution to pre- 
vent them from catching cold and sleep- 
ing on the damp ground. If the men are 
in the field no such precautions can be 
taken. 

It is believed here that the Filipino 
leaders are quite shrewd enough to un- 
derstand this, and are determined to 
keep up the campaign until the rainy 
season, hoping that our troops, decimat- 
ed by disease, will be incapable of per- 
forming military service. 

The Filipinos undoubtedly argue from 
what happened while they were fight- 
ing Spaniards. One reason why the 
Filipinos were able to defy the Spanish 
for so long was that, as soon as the 
rainy season came on, the Spaniards 
abandoned their operations in the field, 
and retired to Manila and the other cit- 
jes, which gave the Filipinos not only 
an opportunity ta recover their lost 
ground, but to advance to the walls of 
Manila itself, and perpetually annoy the 
Spanish garrison. 

It would seem that by this time the 
Filipinos ought to have learned the dif- 
ference between Spanish and American 
soldiers, but evidently the insurgents 
believe that it is Impossible for Ameri- 
cans to withstand the deadly assaults of 
a Philippine summer, just as the Span- 
fards thought no Americans could live 
in Cuba during the rainy season; and 
that, what between rain and yellow 
fever, there would be only one ending 
to the American invasion of Cuba. 

The Spaniards discovered their mis- 
take, just as the Filipinos will a little 
later. 

It is not denied by the highest mili- 
tary officials that military operations 
may have to come almost to a stand-

THE DEWEY ‘iuMe FUND 


Does Not Appear to Be Accumulating as 
Swiftly as I's Projectors Anticipated. 

Washington, May 25.—The Dewey fund 
is not growing as fastasit might. Brom 
the volume of joyous acclaim heard 
when the subscription scheme was first 
broached, it was thought that $500,000 
would be raised ina few days. There- 
ceipts yesterday were less than $50. 
Something heroic will have to be done 
to gather together $100,000 by the time 
the admiral reaches home. History re- 
cords many similar instances. 

Not so very long ago an enthusiastic 
admirer of Admiral Schley organized a 
plan for raising a magnificent fund for 
the hero of Santiago, only loyal Mary- 
landers to contribute. The suggestion 
was received throughout the state with 
wildest enthusiasm. A day was set for 
passing the plate. When the pennies 
were counted it was discovered that in 
the county where the man lived who 
started the project and where Admiral 
Schley was born, the entire amount 
raised was only $3. The rest of the 
estate Was correspondingly liberal, and 
as much as $50 or $60 went into the fund. 
So it was decided that instead of giv- 
ing the admiral a country home, the 
subscribers would present him with a 
“stein” suitably inscribed. Then some 
rich merchants came shamefully for- 
ward and contributed enough to raise 
the fund to $700, and a loving cup in- 
stead of a “stein’’ was purchased, 


Misdeeds In Georgia. 

Oliver, Ga., May 25.—Frank Evans was 
killed and J. B. Proctor fatally wounded 
by Sam Perry, a notorious negro, Tues- 
day night near Cameron. Perry's wife 
was abusing Proctor’s children and 
cursing “white folks’’ when Evans re- 
buked him. Perry thereupon shot Evans 
dead. Mr. Proctor then appeared on the 
scene and wasshotdown. Mr. Proctor's 
son was shot at, but not hit. Thomas 
Lee rushed toward the negro and was 
shot, but not seriously. Perry began to 
reload, but Brown Evans, brother of the 
murdered man, appeared and threat- 
ened to kill Perry. The negro ran, and 
though shot at by a posse, escaped. The 
negro woman had already fled. She was 
captured in a swamp and may be 
lynched. Perry is being closely pursued 
and if captured will be lynched. 


Griffin, Ga., May 25.—The flogging of 
three colored operatives of the Kincaid 
mills on Monday night by-whitecaps has 
led to sensational developments. Tues- 
day night another negro was taken from 
his house and severely beaten and cut. 
These negroes are law abiding citizens. 
Yesterday the superintendent and others 
at the Kincaid mills were notified to 
leave at once or they would be “dealt 
with.” It now transpires that a club 
has been formed here known as “The 
Laborers’ Union Band,” with the pur- 
pose to drive the negroes out of the coun- 
ty. The information is that this band 
was formed in connection with others in 
the state, and the rules and oaths fol- 
lowed by the men are more rigid than 


those enforced by Jesse James. The 
Griffin ‘Laborers’ Union Band" has 
about 500 members, 

NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Three men were killed and three serl- 
ously, if not fatally, burned(in an ex- 
plosion at the Cambria blast furnace, 
Johnstown, Pa. 

Probably 20,000 people greeted Admiral 
Schley at the public reception given at 
the state house at Denver. Admiral 
Schley briefly addressed the crowd. 

Governor Sayres of Texas signed the 
anti-trust bill passed by the legislature. 
The law does not become operative until 
Jan. 31, 1901. 

Charles R. Flint of New York addressed 
a number of Boston's most prominent 
bankers and financiers upon “Industrial 
Organizations,” speaking in defense of 
combinations in trade, without which, he 
asserted, we could not go forward in de- 
veloping our foreign trade. 

Aaron B. Magoun, who recently cele- 
brated his 90th birthday, died at Boston. 
Mr. Magoun was appointed master of the 
Harvard high and grammar schoo! of 
Cambridge, Mass., in 1838, and retained 
that position until 1881. He bore a very 
strong resemblance to Gladstone. 

Representatives of the League of 
American Wheelmen, the Amateur Ath- 
letic union and the Intercollegiate Ath- 
letic association met at New York and 
formed an alliance between the L, A. W. 
and the Intercollegiate Bicycle Racing 
association. 

The vice admiralty court at St. John’s 
has handed down a decision awarding 
the sum of $12,500 to the sailing steamer 
Kite as salvage for rescuing the Cana- 
dian liner Gaspesia from the ice floes in 
the gulf of St. Lawrence, amid which 
she was imprisoned for 66 days. 

Mrs. Isaac Payne, aged 32, committed 
suicide by hanging at South Norwalk, 
Conn. She attached a rope about her 
neck, then tied it to the stair rail on an 
upper floor and let herself drop. She 
had been in {ll health and was despon- 
dent. 

One hundred houses were destroyed 
by fire during a heavy gale at Bulyrki, 
Russia. Thereis great suffering among 
the homeless victims of the disaster. 

Rev. J. T. Landry, aged 60, for 25 years 
professor of philosophy in Niagara uni- 
versity, and afterward superior of St. 
John's college, Brooklyn, died at Bal- 
timore of a complication of diseases. 

A gift was reported of $5000 from Mrs. 
Thomas G. Bennett of New Haven, to be 
added to the foundation of the W. W. 
Winchester prize in the school of fine 
arts; also an addition of $1000 from 
Henry F. English of New Haven to the 
fund of the Alice K. English prize in the 
art school, 

It was voted to proceed with the im- 
tmediate erection of the final building for 
the law school in front of the present 
building. 

The expedition under Professor A. G. 
Nathorst, which is to search along the 
northeast coast of Greenland for Pro- 
fessor Andree, the missing aeronaut, 
sailed from Helsingborg, Sweden. 

Walter Croker, 3 years old, was in- 


stantly killed by falling from the third | 


story window of a house at Boston. 

A man supposed to be James Logue of 
Portland, Me., was found dead in the 
doorway of a house at Boston. A phy- 
sician pronounced death due to natural 
causes. 

Colonel E. W. Cole of Nashville, for 
many years one of the most prominent 
figures in the business world of the 
new south, died suddenly at New York 
last night. Colonel Cole was 20 years 
@zo the richest man in the south. 


MODERN DUTCH COTTAGE. 
Suilt on Old Lines, but With All the 
Modern Conveniences,

The original Dutch settlers in New 
York, Pennsylvania and adjacent states 
were a pretty clever lot, as the work done 
by them in the erection of their homes 
fully shows. They were imbued with 
practical common sense and made the 
most Of their surroundings. They used 
stone freely because it was cheap and only 
needed their individual labor to utilize it. 
They hewed their timber, squared and cut

it up themselves and built their homes 
with but little skilled labor to help them. 
Their old fashioned lines and arrange- 
ments have come down to us with welcome 
suggestions, and we have not been slow in 
taking them up and in many ways im- 
proving them to meet the customs of to- 
day. 

If some of our old Dutch ancestors could 
only come back to us and inspect the new 
ideas born of their own times, they would 
no doubt be much surprised. It would be 
more like a dream of fairyland to them 
than anything else. The modern Dutch 
colonial cottage, replete with heating ap- 
paratus located in cellar, with pipes and 
registers or radiators on the different floors 
to warm each room, would be a revelation

to them, while the modern cooking stove 
(in lieu of the old fashioned Dutch oven 
and yawning fireplace of brick and stone), 
with its hot water back and boiler and 
water supply accompaniment, furnishing 
hot and cold water to all parts of the 
house, would also be a poser for them. 
Then our methods of construction as 
brought out by our sawmills and our 
woodworking facilities, results of the im- 
proved machinery for doing such work, 
would indeed be a miracle to them, and 
their astonishment would know no bounds. 
When we consider the differences of a hun- 
dred years, we can readily realize our ad- 
vyancement. It is wonderful, and nothing 
short of it. 

The modern Dutch cottage here shown 
has many good points. It is built on old 
lines with new phases. As a representa- 
tive example of this style it stands ahead

and is well worth adopting in its entirety. 
The plan is an excellent one. Simplicity 
is its forte, and the adjustment of the 
rooms for the greatest economy and com- 
fort of its inmates cannot be bettered. A 
house of this kind would accommodate 
quite a family. The simple, quiet dignity 
of its exterior would be worthy of any set- 
ting, and no situation would be too good 
for it. 

Many people would ask about the cost 
of such a house. I answer that this can 
be made whatever you wish. Settle the 
cost yourself, then build to suit as to size. 
A house can be made any size, to suit any 
cost, it being simply a question of material 
and finish. Cost, size and materials are 
the three points to look after, and of course 
it takes some knowledge and experience to 
do it. Let each man think a little for 
himself and study and digest the ideas 
bere given, and they will help to train his 
mind to form ideas of his own.

'ANTI-TRUST BANQUET 


\Leaders of the Democratic Party At- 
tack Monoplies In General. 


\Bryan Presents His Views to 
St. Louis People. 


Says That the Federal Constitution Acts as a 
Shield For Trusts. 


St. Louis, May 26.—The mammoth 
Democratic anti-trust banquet occurred 
here last night. No speeches were made 
during the banquet. By the time the 
tables were cleared the 5000 seats of the 
amphitheater were filled with spectators, 
representing the society of St. Louis, and 
the speaking began. 

The first speaker of the evening was 
Harry B. Hawes, president of the Jef- 
ferson club, who delivered the address 
of welcome. Mr. Hawes said that the 
battle line must be drawn sharp and 
clear with Democracy on one hand and 
the trusts and the monopolies on the 
other, 

Champ Clark, Colonel M. C. Wetmore 
and David DeArmond spoke upon the 
theme of the evening. Mr. Bryan, when 
introduced, was given an ovation. He 
spoke in part as follows: 

“The principle of monopoly is incom- 
patible with our institutions. Where 
there is competition between producers 
the purchaser is sure to obtain what he 
wants at a reasonable price. When 
competition is eliminated, the price is 
controlled, not by reason, but by the 
greed of the one who possesses the mo- 
nopoly. 

“It has been said that power to tax 
is a to destroy. A 
posse power to tax; it can levy 
it will upon the 
and we can no more afford 
to permit such a power to be exercised 
by private individuals than we could af- 
ford to authorize a private individyal 
to the machinery of taxation in 
order to enrich himself at the expense 
of his fellows. 

“The government would be guilty if 
it permitted an individual to secure a 
monopoly even without legislative as- 
sistance, but it is still more culpable if 
slative act it furnishes the means 
Ww hic h a monopoly is secured. The 
mci ation is the means now employed 

by those who seek to secure a monopoly. 
Since the @rporation is a fictitious per- 
ted by law, the power that 
creat can regulate, restrain or an- 
nihi . To say that the government 
is impotent to prevent the organization 
of trusts is to say that it has called into 
existence a fictitious person, and that 
the fictitious person created has become 
greater than the creator. 

“One of the difficulties which has been 
encountered in opposing trusts is that 
the trust hides behind the federal con- 

stitution when attacked by state legisla- 
tf n, and shields itself behind its state 
charter when attacked in the federal 
courts. No remedy will be complete 
that is not co-extensive with the fed- 
eral government. If the extinguish- 
ment of the trusts is left to state legisla- 
tion the public at large will be victim- 
ized as long a single state will fur- 
nish a roost where the spoils 
ected in other states can be divided. 

“Just now people are startled by the 

princip manifests 
itself in the industrial trust, and well 
may they be startled. The principle, 
however, is the same as that which 
manifests itself in the effort of the na- 
tional banks to secure a monopoly of 
the issue of paper money. 

“The greenback is a rival of the bank- 
note, and its presence Is a constant men- 
ace to the banks of issue. Some who 
recognize the evils that flow from a 
soap trust seem indifferent to the dan- 
gers that attend the formation of a 
Paper money trust. 

“The principle of monopoly not only 
lies at the foundation of the attempt 
to destroy the greenbacks, but it is the 
controlling principle that underlies the 
crusade against silver as a standard 
money. Between 1850 and 1860, when 
the production of gold was increasing 
and the production of silver was small, 
three nations demnetized gold and 
gave silver a monopoly of mint priv- 
ileges. Early in the 70s the financiers 
became alarmed at the increase in the 
production of silver, and conspired to 
destroy silver as a standard money and 
give a monopoly to gold, the production 
of which at that time was stationary. 

“The standard money trust is not only 
the parent trust, but is in the hands of 
foreigners.

James Carey of 
Haverhill acted as chairman. 

Mayor Chase of Haverhill contended 
that society had not yet divided into two 
classes, but maintained that the division 
is now taking place.

HAD A VARIED GAREER, 


Dr. Cornwall Ends His Troubles by 
Putting Bullet Through His Brain. 


Had Been Suspected of Four 
Capital Offenses. 


Number of Others Seek Relief in Death by 
Shooting or Drowning. 


Kansas City, May 29.—Dr. Richmond 
Cornwall, a prominent local physician, 
committed suicide in the home of his 
brother-in-law, Dr. J. C. Whittier, yes- 
terday, by shooting himself through the 
head. He left a note saying that de- 
Spondency over financial affairs prompt- 
ed the act. 

Dr. Cornwall was 33 years old and had 


a wife and child. He came to Kansas| Suits I'o Order, - 


City from St. Louis several years ago 
and had passed through several thrilling 
experiences. 

Early in life he was accused of taking 
the life of a young St. Louls girl by 
means of poisoned flowers. 

Nine months later he eloped with a 
prominent St. Louis girl. She suddenly 
died, and allegations of poisoning were 
made. Her body wag about to be cre- 
mated when her relatives demanded that 
the coffin be opened. The matter was 
dropped. 

He was also connected with the dis- 
appearance of Miss Maud Belle Bone- 
steele, daughter of a Kansas City phy- 
sician, in 1894, and who has never been 
found. 

In St. Louis on July 7, 1897, Dr. Corn- 
wall was accused of killing a brother, 
Herbert Cornwall, whom he chalmed to 
have found in the act of beating his 
father. He was tried for this latter 
crime and found not guilty. 

Four years ago Dr. Cornwall married 
a second time, marrying Miss Ida Woods,

{nsurgents Intend to Take Advantage 
of the Rainy Season, 


Americans Have Many Ref- 
ugees to Feed. 


General Otis Invites His Volunteers to Re-enlis 
For Six Months. 


Manila, May 29.—The approach of the 
wet season finds the insurrection seem- 
ingly taking a new lease of life. All 
along the American lines the rebels are 
showing more aggressive activity in their 
guerilla style than at any time before 
the fall of Malolos. They keep the United 
States troops in the trenches, sleeping in 
their clothing and constantly on the 
alert against dashes upon our outposts, 
and they make life warm for the Ameri- 
can garrisons in the towns, 

The bands of General Luna and Gen- 
eral Mascardo, which retreated toward 
Tarlio when they feared they would be 
caught General MacArthur 
and General Lawton, have returned in 
force to their old trenches around San 
Fernando, where there are daily col- 
Msions. 

Opposite our lines on the south protect- 
ing Manila, all the way around to San 
Pedro Macati, the Filipinos have three 
rows of trenches most of the distance. 


between 


Reports from prisoners indicate that 
the insurgents construe the peace ne- 
gotiations to mean that the Americans 
have had enough of fighting. The Fill- 
pinos are also encouraged by the belief 
that the Americans are preparing for an 
interval of inactivity during the wet 
season. 

This period is sure to be followed by 
much suffering. Thousands of acrés 
that under cultivation last year 
have not ‘been ploughed this year, and 
the government will probably be obliged 
to feed thousands, just as it fed the Cu- 
bans. 

Friendly natives, Amigos, continue to 
pour into the American lines by land and 
river routes, coming from the territory 
of insurrection into the country where 
the passage of the two armies has left no 
food and practically throwing them- 
selves upon the charity of their con- 
querors. Such able-bodied men as are 
not In the Filipino ranks have been kept 
by the Insurgent leaders to dig trenches, 
and old men, women and children form 
the mass of the refugees. These are 
doing some ploughing, but they will be 
confronted with hunger before they can 
realize any subsistence from their crops. 

The United States army has organized 
a system of distributing rice at Malolos 
and some of the smaller towns where 
Filipino stores were captured; but the 
latter will soon be exhausted. 


were 


General Otis has notifled the president 
through the war department that he be- 
lieves he ought to have more troops than 
he has had, unless the rebellion collapses 
immediately, as he evidently does not ex- 
pect will be the case. 

General Otis has shown his desire to 
have the country know that he thinks 
more troops are necessary by allowing 
press dispatches to that effect to pass 
through the censorship of his officers at 
Manila, and still more significantly 
Saturday by announcing through the 
e6ame medium that he has issued in gen- 
eral orders an invitation for the volun- 
teers to re-enlist for six months under 
the authority given by the army act. 

As this action could not have been 
taken without the approval of the ad- 
ministration, it must be that General 
Otis reported his need of more troops at 
least a day or tWo ago, and F. ceived per- 
mission to ask the volunteers to remain. 
He does not expect that the volunteers 
generally will care to remain in the 
Philippines throughout the rainy season, 
but will prefer to return home as rapidly 
as transportation Is provided. 

The United States transport Morgan 
City, which arrived here from San Fran- 
cisco with 600 recruits for various regi- 
ments, sailed yesterday for Iloilo with 
the troops. 

As it was impossible to take to Spain 
the remains of the Spanish general, 
Montero, who was fatally wounded ina 
recent engagement with the Filipinos in 
the island of Mindanao, and who died 
while being brought here from Zam- 
boanga on the transport Leon XIII, it 
was decided that the interment should 
take place in Manila. The funeral took 
place yesterday, hundreds of Spanish 
soldiers and civilians attending the 
services in the cathedral and following 
the cortege to the grave with wreaths 
and flags. 

The Spanish papers declare that Mon- 
tero Was a victim of the Spanish govern- 
ment’s neglect.

Crooked Cubans. 

Havana, May 29.—There were 111 ap- 
plicants yesterday for shares in the 
3,000,000 which the United States has 
offered as @ gratuity to the Cuban troops. 
Thirty were given $75 each. The others 
Were not on the rolls, although they had 
guns Which they were ready to turn in 
and certificates of service. The opinion 
is freely « xpressedt that a large propor- 
tion of the names are fictitious, and that 
the rolls omit a majority of the names of 
those rightly entitled to share in the 
gratuity. The object of this, apparent- 
ly, is to discredit the entire proceedings 
and to show the Cuban public that a 
large number of the troops refuse to take 
American money. Lieutenant Colonel 
Randall, who 1s superintending the dis- 
tribution here, went carefully over the 
rolis of one battalion with its com- 
mandant. The commandant pointed out 
34 names of men who are dead and names 
of others who had not been heard of 
outside the rolls. Of those paid yester- 
day 25 turned in arms. The other five 
showed receipts vouching for the de- 
livery of their arms. 


Coverack, Cornwall, May 29.—The 
ninth attempt to float the American line 
steamer Paris was made last evening and 
proved an utter failure. Her bow is ab- 
solutely impaled by the rocks. Five 
tugs were used in the endeavor to tow 
her off, three others standing by for an 
emergency. Her boilers excepting 
those used for the pumps, were emptied 
to lighten the ship. The effect of last 
week's attempts is apparent in the in- 
crease of water in the engine room. 
Efforts to pull her off will now be dis- 
continued, and it is proposed to con- 
coct some new plan for lightening the 
vessel. The pertinacity of the attempts 
to tow the liner hasc aused considerable 
surprise among experts here, owing to 
the impalement of the bow, as her re- 
moval by towing must mean, in the 
opinion of experts, the tearing off of 
the bow. 


The Dreyfus Case. 

London, May 29.—M. De Blowitz, the 
Paris correspondent of The Times, com- 
menting On the steps about to be taken 
by the court of cassation, in the case of 
Dreyfus, says: The report of M. Ral- 
lot de Beaupre ends by saying: “If the 
court adopts the conclusion of its re- 
porter, it will order a revision of the 
case, and will send Dreyfus before a 
fresh court-martial to be judged accord- 
ing to law.”

Washington, May 29.—The statistics 
of the production of coal in the United 
States during 1898 have just been com- 
pleted, showing that the total production 
of all kinds of coal in 1898 reached the 
figure of 219,835,993 short tons, an in- 
crease of nearly 10 percent over the out- 
put in 1897, which amounted in round 
figures to 200,220,000 tons, and was up to 
that time the largest tonnage ever ob- 
tained in the United States. 

Woman and Infant Fatally Hurt. 

Toledo, May 29.—Mrs. Edwin Cooper 
and her 2-year-old daughter of Findlay 
were yesterday fatally injured bya vi- 
tious horse. The horse first attacked the 
child and had it under its feet. In at- 
tempting to rescue the child Mrs. Cooper 
was knocked down and her head crushed 
and body stamped upon. The animal 
was beaten away with a club.

Receive High Praise From 
“Fighting Joe” Wheeler, 


Our Prowess Has Won the 
World’s Admiration. 


Due to Spirit of True Nobility Taught 
by American Mothers. 


A Glance at the Benefits Which May Accruy 
From the Policy of Expansion. 


Boston, May 31.—Boston took General 
“Joe"’ Wheeler—he wrote it that way 
himself—to its bosom yesterday. He 
was given an ovation at the Boston 
theatre, which Senator Smith declared 
was the most enthusiastic ever accord- 
ed, within his recollection, to any visitor 
from any distant state or country. 

He read the Memorial day bration for 
the Edward W. Kinsley post, No. 113, G. 
A. R., before an audience which crowded 
every available bit of standing or seat- 
ing room in the largest theatre in the 
Hub. 

He was banqueted at Young's, where 
he defended the president’s foreign pol- 
icy, and where the department com- 
mander of the G. A. R.. of the state re- 
pudiated a recent declaration that a 
“mistake” had been made in invitinga 
former Coniecderate to utter the eulogy 
Over the dead soldiers of the Union 
cause. He was cheered when pointed 
out as a fitting man for second place on 
the next presidential ticket with Will- 
fam McKinley. 

The Confederate hero sang “‘The Red, 
White, and Blue,’ and the Union vet- 
erans applauded “Dixie” and united 
their voices in “‘Maryland, My Mary- 
land.” Then, his hands clasped in those 
of “his dearest foes,’"’ Confederate joined 
with Federal in “Auld Lang Syne," and 
hands on shoulders, circled the hall to 
the tune of “There's One Wide River to 
Cross.” 


In his address at the Boston theatre 
General Wheeler said: 

“It is a great pleasure to meet you 
here today, my fellow countrymen. I 
am glad to be in this Athens of New 
England, made famous by the brilliant 
minds of her noble sons, and in the 
state renowned for the landing of its 
Pilgrim pioneers. 

"It is a matter of history that the 
proud old commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts furnished more soldiers in the 
Revolution than any of the other states. 
In 1775 the Massachusetts soldiers com- 
prised almost one-half of the entire 
Continental army. In the War of 1812 
and in the Mexican war you furnished 
your full quota, and in the great war 
of 1861-65 Massachusetts furnished more 
soldiers than any state except the large 
and populous states of New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois, Ohio and Indiana, It 
was my proud privilege to have under 
my command in the late Spanish war 
your gallant Ninth Massachusetts regi- 
ment and to hear the guns of the Sec- 
ond Massachusetts in their brilliant vic- 
tory at El Caney. It was here in Mas- 
sachusetts that the glorious morning of 
freedom dawned upon America, and the 
rosters in your archives are full to over- 
flowing with distinguished names of 
your sons, famous in all ranks of life. 

“I remember your pioneer scholar, 
John Harvard, the founder of the re- 
nowned university that bears his name. 
James Otis, the orator, whose burning 
eloquence made him, as Adams said, the 
progenitor of American independence. 

“He lived to see liberty won—though 
not long enough to see the young re- 
public equipped and started on its career 
of glory. I remember Captain Isaac 
Davis and Private Hosmer, whose lives 
were liberty’s first sacrifice; your states- 
men, the Adamses of three generations, 
Quincy and Hancock, and the patriot, 
Warren; your poets, Longfellow and 
Whittier. Dearest to the hearts of the 
whole country is the memory of that 
greatest of American patriots and 
statesmen, Daniel Webster. 


“This Memorial day of 1899 possesses 
interest which has not been felt in any 
preceding anniversary. Today through- 
out our land new graves are being cov- 
ered with flowers—graves of sons of 
every state, who have fallen in battle 
since.the celebration of a year ago. 

“The dead warriors who fell side by 
side at Las Guasimas, San Juan and El 
Caney, men from the north and south, 
among them some of your brave boys 
from the Second Massachusetts, were 
buried together in the great national 
cemetery at Arlington, while a brave 
Federal efficer, who took part in the 
Civil war, and now the chief executive 
of the nation, by his presence, conferred 
honor upon their funeral obsequles. 

“No honor is to great to be paid to 
the memory of the American soldier. 
His prowess has won the admiration of 
the world, and history's page will hold 
no higher record for chivalry and cour- 
age than that which tells his worth. 


“In the character of every soldier who, 
jaid down his life there was some dis- 
tinctive merit, and in every battle death 
had @ special grandeur, and to each we 
ahould accord his special meed of honor. 
Geldom is it that the soldiers who fall 


are approaching declining years. dTney 
are usually young men, strong in the 
first flush of manhood, standing on the 
threshold of vigorous, hopeful, useful 
careers; men to whom life is sweet and 
home dear, and who have looked for- 
ward to the peaceful triumphs of life. 
But duty called them, and they were the 
first to obey the summons. Vocations 
were abandoned, previous interests were 
sacrificed, and sad partings were en- 
dured. 

“It is the graves of such men we cover 
with flowers upon Memorial day. It 
is good to cherish their memories, and 
from the graves of such will spring 
emotions common to us all, creating in 
our hearts a cloger brotherhood and a 
purer and more abiding love of country. 

“The enjoyment of peace is a blessed 
boon to humanity, but the history of 
the world from its earliest periods 
teaches that the only security for peace 
is to be always prepared to engage in 
war. That natioi whose people are ready 
to respond toa call to arms with men and 
resources for any on. cea is the one 
that shall most %ertainly be able to avoid 
the desolation and horrors of war. This 
is why the country takes pride in the 
martial spirit of its people, which is the 
greatest, in fact the only barrier, against 
arsression, 

“So long as the dominant spirit which 
controls any country is one of honor, 
chivalry, glory and patroitism, so long 
will that naticn continue to achieve 
power and greatness. The spirit of true 
nobility taught by American mothers 
has made our country the pride and fear 
of the world. Jt was this spirit with 
which the ancestors of the people now 
before me were imbued, and which caused 
them to strike for country and for home 
a century and a  quarterago. It was this 
spirit which inspired your ancestors who, 
without organization or military instruc- 
tion, bared their breasts to the trained 
English soldiers at Lexington, Concord 
and Bunker Hill. The determined strug- 
gle for liberty and country which jn- 
Spired your brave ancestors at Lexing- 
ton under Parker, and Concord under 
Barrett on April 19, 1775, and under Pres- 
cott at Bunker Hill on June 17 of the 
same year, fired the hearts of the Ameri- 
can patriots, amd laid the foundation of 
the greatest republic which has existed 
on this earth.” 

General Wheeler here reviewed the 
principal wars of the present century, 
exemplifying that the glory and prestige 
of nations jis greatly enhanced by suc- 
cessful wars. Continuing, he said: 

“While all Christian people deprecate 
the carnage of war, with all its train of 
miseries and suffering, yet itis not with- 
Out its compensating features. One ef- 
fect of war is to call into action, in all 
their strength and breadth, the energies 
and resources of a people, and, though 
at the close of such a struggle the coun- 
try seems prostrated, the latent influ- 
ences that were evoked render the work 
of rehabilitation easy. 

“A great ~ ar elsxo demonstrates to the 
Worlu the resot¥ces of a nation, and 
after it is over greatly assists in the 
enlargement of its commercial relations, 
and in its material progress and pros- 
perity. 

“The rapidity with which England 
emerged from this condition of ‘debt, 
dissatisfac’‘on and despondency,’ is an 
interesting chapter of history. Her 
commerce followed the flag borne by 
her navy into all the corners of the earth. 
Her manufacturing industries attained 
a prosperity never dreamed of, 6nd ina 
few years England became the wealth- 
jest country on earth, the mistress of the 
sea and the pride and glory of the world. 

“This certainly suggests an idea which 
{s of interest to every thinking Ameri- 
can, 

“In the progress of civilization the 
constant rapid creations of new condl- 
tions are met by inventions, discoveries 
and further development of existing re- 
sources, and these new elements have 
always arisen co-equal with require- 
ments whieh are from time to time 
evolved, 


“It seems to me that instead of brood- 
ing over the possibilities of the evil which 
May arise from the extension of Ameri- 
can influence and power, it would be well 
to consider the possible benefits which 
may come to us. The possession of 
depots protected by our flag upon the 
borders of countries containing from 
500,000,000 to 700,000,000 people will give 
us an advantage which wou'd enable 
us to meet the condition which, as an 
industrial and progressive people, is con- 
fronting us. 

“Our pacific ports are face to face with 
the ports which would connect us with 
these people, and with the completion of 
the Nicaraguan canal our Atlantic and 
gulf cities will be more accessible to 
these new markets than are the ports of 
any rival nation. The advantages that 
are thus presented to us are similar to 
those for which European nations have 
struggled for centuries. 

“There is another thought. It is very 
certain that wherever the influence of 
the American government has been felt 
the highest type of civilization has re- 
sulted. We must remember that our 
flag is the only standard on earth un- 
der which there exists the untrammeled 
right of man to worship God according

Memorial day weather was an agree- 
able disappointment, and all that 
could be desired. The threatening 
clouds that had gathered during the 
night disappeared and the sun shone 
forth in all its glory.

Yet the quick beat of the drum 
and the shrill note of the bugle would 
at times quicken the loyal blood, that 
coursed through the veins of these 
battle scarred comrades, and for a 
moment their step would be as_ elastic 
as in days of yore, when they marched 
shoulder to shoulder, eyes to the front, 
right into the very jaws of the death 
dealing leaden hail. 

How different it is today. Yet few 
are they whose thoughts did not 
momentarily take a backward flight to 
the scenes and actions of the Memorial 
days of the early sixties which seemed 
but yesterday. 

Faces and forms the well. remem- 
bered were missing and as they heaved 
a sigh for those that had gone before, 
the thought must have come, soon it 
will be my turn and in twenty-five 


‘years at the most not one of the Grand 


Army of the Republic will be on earth. 
This year Memorial day had a double 
meaning, for since last the Grand Army 
were decorating the graves of comrades 
gone before, many stirring scenes have 
transpired and many a young life has 
been offered up upon the altar of 
sacrifice that those of Cuba might en- 
joy the freedom of we who live under 
that banner Old Glory enjoy. 

One comrade of the war of 1898 
lies buried in Quincy, John A. Boyd 
of the 9th Massachusetts, and to do 
honor to his memory many of those 
who went to the front with Co. K 
turned out and paraded with the Grand 
Army and Sons of Veterans. 

The post reported at headquarters at 
7 o’clock and details were dispatched 
to decorate the graves of comrades of 
Paul Revere Post who lie buried in 
other: cemeteries than those in Quincy.

Certainly no good and only 
evil can come from words and acts which 
tell rival nations that even a portion of 
our people, however few, are not in full 
sympathy with our government, or, 
what that any Americans act- 
ually do sympathize with our country’s 
enemies. Such a course cannot fail to 
weaken confidence and embarrass the 

executive power. Those who insist that 
the power of the United States is so great 
that it must always triumph will admit 
that difficulties or obstacles created by 
some of own people will have the 
effect of retarding, at least in some de- 
gree, the prompt and happy restoration 
to perfect and lasting peace.
